Jasper  Stutts 

Rev.  Jasper  Stutts  was  born  in  Moore  County  in  1920.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in 
June  of  1971  he  was  pastor  of  the  Hallsville  Baptist  Church. 

He  received  his  education  from  Pembroke  State  College,  at  Pembroke,  North 
Carolina,  and  from  East  Carolina  University  at  Greenville,  North  Carolina. 

In  1955,  Rev.  Stutts  was  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry  by  the  Red  Springs  Baptist 
Church  of  Red  Springs,  North  Carolina.  During  his  twenty-one  year  ministry,  he  served 
three  churches:  the  Shannon  Church  in  the  Robeson  Association  for  twelve  years,  the 
Pittman  Grove  Church  in  the  New  South  River  Association,  for  three  years,  and  the 
Hallsville  Church  in  the  New  River  Association  for  six  years. 

Rev.  Stutts  was  not  only  a  dedicated  minister,  but  an  educator  as  well.  For  ten 
years  he  taught  in  the  public  school  system  of  North  Carolina.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  a  teacher  at  the  Richlands  Junior  High  School  in  Richlands,  North 
Carolina. 

The  fellowship  of  his  fine  Christian  home  was  enhanced  by  his  wife,  Helen,  their 
daughter,  Marlene,  and  their  son,  David. 

Rev.  Stutts  was  a  dedicated  servant  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  He  was  a  quiet  man 
who  made  a  big  impression  by  his  kindness  and  humility.  He  is  missed,  but  heaven 
has  been  made  richer.

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Revised  Constitution 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  ofthe  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperating 
with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and  co- 
operation among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions, 
benevolence,  stewardship,  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ 
to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE  UL  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the 
body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the 
pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the 
first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  church 
letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  or 
newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership 
in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two -thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  an- 
other association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  associ- 
ation thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that  fails 
to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  association, 
shall  be  counseled  with  by  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first 
Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association.  If  such  church 
has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association  with  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw  fellowship. 
Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by  application  to  the 
association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions 
Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers 
present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session. 
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ARTICLE  IV  ..  AUTHORITY 


The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine 
its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  au- 
thority over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may  have  been 
affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  coun- 
sel to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFHCERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice -moderator,  clerk,  treasurer, 
and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
Association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association. 
(There  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  fioor.)  They  shall  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  Association  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator  and  Vice -Moderator  shall  be 
limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFHCERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  WMU  Director,  and  all  chairman  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a  pro- 
gram of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee, 
at  the  April  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  name  of  those  to  fill  the 
above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (There  nomination  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  program 
of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  succeeding  year, 
and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting  leaders  in  their  respective 
organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the 
Association  in  its  annual  session. 

The  officers  listed  in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  layman  or  pastors  of  cooper- 
ating churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the 
body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other 

important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his 
services. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall  dis- 
burse by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  ac- 
cording to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher 
properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with 
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sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  approval.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board,  In  addition  to  the  Treasurer,  the  chairman  of  the  Stewardship  Committee 
shall  be  authorized  to  sign  checks  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  Tlie  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  tlie  events  of  the  Association,  begin- 
ning with  the  organization.  Ttie  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  individuals 
who  may  posses  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to 
the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present 
his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 
SECTION  A.  CALLING 

Wlien  tlie  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or 
the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association  and 
action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Executive 
Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there  must  be 
two -thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in  order  to 
constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  tiie  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dis- 
solved at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In 
ei^er  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship, 
unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in 
planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Association  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.  RESPONSIBILITIES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  TTie  Association  shall  assume  the  res  pons ibilit}^  of  providing  for  tlie  financial 
welfare  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or  that 
which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Committee  and  or 
Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  give  recommendations 
to  the  Executive  Board  or  Association  regarding  vacations,  sick-leave,  etc.  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions. 

ARTICLE  Vn.  ORGANIZATION 
SECTION  A,  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  from 
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each  church  (including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional  ministers  on 
the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons,  Director  of  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  WMU  Director, 
Church  Clerk  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  quorum 
of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  membex  from  one-third  (1/3) 
of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  of 
the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  rjie  Association  between  ses- 
sions, promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives 
given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the  various 
departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all 
work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or 
project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) majority  of  the  Executive  Board  mem- 
bers present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call 
of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following 
officers  of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent 
of  Missions.  Other  officers  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the 
Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Councirs  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth  oper- 
ation of  the  Associational  program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Supeantendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Music,  Brotherhood, 
and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organizations  shall  be 
members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing.  Their  duties 
shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  liter- 
ature for  their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Con- 
ventionwide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution, 
Additional  to  any  others  repons,  all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the 
last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Nominating,  Program,  Mis- 
sions, Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Christian  Relations,  Ordination,  Resolutions,  Consti- 
tution, Trustees,  and  Personnel.  Additional  to  any  other  reports  made,  all  Committees 
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shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

A.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise  and 
coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  associational  offi- 
cers, associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  of  institutions 
and  agencies,  and  any  other  officers  o^  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association 
which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the 
year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to 
fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred,  nominations  by  the  committee  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor, 

B,  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, either  pastors,  laymen  and/or  laywomen  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered  a 
good  policy  to  have  a  "carry  over"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's 
committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational 
Council  and  elected  by  the  Executive  Board, 

2.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Persons  who  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  in  ac- 
cordance with  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws,  Moreover,  the  program  of  the  annual  meeting, 
and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons, 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a,  ITiis  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  members.  It  shall  work  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associations  and  lead  and 
assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

Moreover  the  Committee  shall  assist  in  planning  and  conducting  mission  Bible 
Schools  and  other  new  work,  and  shall  help  maintain  close  liaison  between  the 
churches,  association,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Additionally,  die  Committee 
shall  seek  to  foster  and  develop  an  associational  ministry  to  military  connected  per- 
sons and  shall  assist  the  churches,  when  possible,  in  developing  a  ministry  to  the  mili- 
tary. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  also  endeavour  to  help  develop,  and  give  assistance 
to  the  language  mission  needs  and  opportunities. 

It  shall  help  maintain  a  continuing  program  of  Seminary  Extension  within  the  As- 
sociation, 

The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  developing  and  promoting  a  program  of  work 
with  the  youth. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  sub -committees  as  it  deems  necessary  to 
carry  out  its  work, 

4.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  prograin  of 
Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the  Associ- 
ation. It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  ev,angelistic  rallies  to  lift 
the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non -Christians.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Associations  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program.  It  shall 
prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The 
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budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session,  and  shall  be 
retroactive  to  October  1, 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of  our 
Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available 
stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases,  and  fostering 
stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

6.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  nomi- 
nated by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by  the  association. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and  of  recommending  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  race  relations,  etc.) 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five  ordained 
ministers  of  this  Associatioru  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity  for 
churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist 
any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  senices  in  the  exami- 
nation of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance  of  the 
ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  regarding  his 
Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  martial  status,  knowledge  and  views 
on  and  views  of  church  polity,  denominational  loyalt}^  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recommen- 
dation to  the  church  regarding  the  fimess  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning  and 
carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  RESOLUTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons.  It  shall  draw 
up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These 
shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present  any 
changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three 
persons. 

10.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the  expiration 
of  a  terra  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  reelected  to  another  term  of  three 
years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

a.  Qualifications:  Trustees  shall  be  active  members  of  Baptist  churches  affiliated 
with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  They  shall  be  expected  to  follow  the  Associ- 
ation's Constitutional  directives. 

bo  Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They 
shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associational 
property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or 
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mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association. 
They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not 
personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  a  legal  assignees  of  the  Associ- 
ation. All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers,  may  upon  any 
written  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and 
authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Moder- 
ator and  Clerk. 

11.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 
The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  (5)  persons.  The  Committee 
shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and  agen- 
cies. Additional  to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth,  written 
reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  Christian  Education 

The  representative  shall  keepthe  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and  changes 
in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work  of  our 
colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported.  Possible 
ways   in  which   the  local   church   can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  Social  Service  Ministries 

The  Social  Service  Representatives  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the  As- 
sociation informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing,  and  of  any  existing  needs 
of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to  share  in 
the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  Baptist  Foundation 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the 
Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Foundation 
in  the  Association. 

4.  Biblical  Recorder 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  churches 
of  the  Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  promote 
the  circulation  of  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  Annuity  Board 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches  in- 
formed of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance  to 
any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  service  concerning 
the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the  Association  to 
participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the 
churches. 

6.  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
by  keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek 
to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matter  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association, 
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and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the 
Missions  and  Personnel  Committees. 

ARTICLE  VIE.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as 
it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time 
and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  promotional  ' 
organizations,  and  its  standing  committee.  !

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS  1 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association  ! 

by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  provided  notice  of  such  j 
change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting, 

and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  an-  ' 

other  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  | 

By-Laws 

ARTICLE  1.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rule 
of  Order. 

ARTICLE  IL  This  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  shall 
cover  this  period.  j 

ARTICLE  UI.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  | 
October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or  j 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may  ; 
make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because 
of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole 
body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make 
reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  to  the  Associations.  The  ! 
Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only 
to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organi- 
zational programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VIL  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at 
each  annual  ineeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  ^-elating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  prograin  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII,  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  ad- 
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dress  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall 
be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to 
speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body,  the 
moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

SOCIAL  SERVICES  MINISTRIES  REPORT 

The  responsibilities  inherent  in  a  Christian  way  of  life  involved  accepting  the 
cljallenges  to  obey  the  Saviour's  Commission  to  heal,  and  care  for  the  widows  and 
orphans.  To  state  it  another  way:  to  care  for  our  fellowmen  in  the  name  of  Christ. 
BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT: 

Your  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  17,557  persons  in  1970  for  a  total  of  150,174  days 
of  care.  In  addition,  there  were  51,563  visits  to  outpatient  clinics,  including  17,241 
to  the  Emergency  Room.  About  90%  of  these  were  "referral"  patients  -  that  is, 
patients  who  were  referred  to  our  Hospital  by  their  local  physicians  because  they 
needed  the  specialized  medical  care  our  Hospital  is  staffed  and  equipped  to  offer. 

Our  Hospital,  from  the  day  of  its  beginning,  has  provided  good  medical  care  for 
our  people,  including  care  for  persons  who  cannot  pay  the  cost.  There  has  been  great 
progress  in  medicine  and  tremendous  increase  in  hospital  costs,  and  these  have 
made  some  policy  changes  necessary.  The  basic  policy  of  providing  care  -  now  the 
highly  specialized  care  for  the  more  difficult  cases  -  for  those  who  cannot  pay  has 
not  changed.  This  Christian  ministry  is  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of  our  Baptist  Hos- 
pital. 

The  financial  situation  of  the  Hospital  is  viewed  by  the  administration  with 
"cautious  optimism".  The  operating  deficit  has  been  reduced  and  expenditures  are 
being  kept  more  nearly  in  line  with  income.  The  entire  staff  is  cooperating  in  an 
effort  to  maintain  a  proper  balance  between  sound  financial  policies  and  a  spirit  of 
Christian  compassion. 

The  Medical  Center  Development  Program  is  progressing  on  schedule.  The  new 
patient  Tower  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  partial  occupancy  by  late  1972.  The  14  bed 
coronary  care  unit  will  open  about  September  1971.  A  statewide  Development  Cam- 
paign, initiated  with  pledges  totaling  $177,182  from  employees  of  the  Medical  Center, 
is  moving  toward  successful  completion.

BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT: 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  celebrated  their  20th  anniversary 
in  March  of  this  year.  During  these  two  decades,  the  story  of  our  Homes  has  been  one 
of  faith  and  the  abundant  blessings  of  God  upon  this  special  ministry  to  older  people 
God  has  brought  us  from  one  Home,  and  one  resident  in  1951.  to  five  Homes  and  76 
patients  Two  of  these  Homes.  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home,  and  the  Nursing  Care 
Unit  are  located  in  Winston- Salem,  and  the  other  three  Homes  are  located  in 
Albermarle  Hamilton,  and  Yanceyville.  In  these  Homes,  ourresidents  are  loved,  and 
we  feel  that  there  is  no  greater  security  that  they  could  have  and  no  better  care  that 

they  could  receive.  _  .     .        ui  ooir^^rc 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  best  ever,  and  we  are  rejoicing  in  the  blessings 
that  have  come  from  God  through  our  Baptist  people.  Support  for  the  Homes  from  the 
churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Special  Day  offering,  has  been 
most  encouraging.  For  the  past  three  years,  the  Homes  have  had  an  alarming  deficit 
and  have  operatSi  in  the  red.  We  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  of  operating  in  the 
black  but  let  us  say,  with  hopeful  optimism,  that  we  are  approaching  this  time.  The 
deepened  concern  of  our  Baptist  people  and  the  increase  in  gifts  have  been  strong  con- 
tributing factors  to  the  success  of  the  past  year. 

At  least  80^0  of  the  people  who  live  in  our  Baptist  Homes  are  financially  needy 
persons  and  benefit  directly  from  the  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  They  simply 
could  not  be  maintained,  and  the  Homes  could  not  be  operated  without  the  Special 
Offering  designated  gifts  from  the  churches,  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  would 
urge  our'Baptist  people,  therefore,  to  remember  how  dependent  these  dear  older  people 
are  on  them  and  would  challenge  them  to  give  more  liberally  than  ever  and  to  see  that 
their  gifts  are  a  real  life-line  in  the  on-going  of  this  ministry. 

Of  unusual  interest  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  construction  of  the  new  addit- 
ion of  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  in  Winston- Salem.  It  is  anticipated  that  thi5  new  facility 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  bySeptemberl.lt  will  make  available  20  additional  beds 
and  bring  the  total  capacity  of  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  to  76.  This  addiction  was  made 
possible  by  the  generous  challenge  gift  of  $80,000.00  from  Judge  and  Mrs.  William 
York,  of  Greensboro.  The  trustees  accepted  the  challenge  and  raised  an  additional 
$80,000.00  .  .

CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  child  care  and  family  service  ministry  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  has  under- 
gone many  new  and  thrilling  experiences  during  the  past  year.  Since  the  Associations 
last  met,  our  program  of  services  has  been  strengthened  in  various  ways. 

The  desire  for  a  home  to  serve  Western  North  Carolina  has  become  a  reality  The 
first  two  cottages  on  the  Broyhill  Home  campus  near  Waynesville  have  been  complet^.

It  has  a  fifteen- 
member  Board  of  Directors  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  policies  and 
procedures  of  the  Foundation  and  the  support  of  the  same  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  In  other  words,  this  is  your  Foundation,  and  you 
should  know  more  about  its  service  and  activities. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Foundation  has  had  a  gradual  growth,  in  that 
several  individuals  and  churches  have  made  contracts  with  the  Foundation  to  accom- 
plish specific  purposes  such  as:  supporting  an  agency  or  institution  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  world-wide  objects.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT

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ORDAINING  COUNCIL'S  REPORT 


The  Ordaining  Council  has  the  responsibility  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  for 
churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance  for  ordination. 

In  compliance  with  this  responsibility  the  Council  had  two  requests  this  past  year. 
In  July  the  Calvary  Church  requested  that  the  Council  question  Mr.  David  Rutland,  and 
in  September  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Mays  ville  requested  that  Mr.  David  Adams  be 
examined.  The  Council  subsequently  examined  each  of  the  men  and  suggested  that  the 
respective  churches  proceed  with  their  ordination,  Mr.  Rutland  is  serving  as  Director  of 
Welcome  Inn  and  Mr.  Adams  was  called  as  pastor  of  the  Hampstead  Baptist  Church  in 
Hampstead,  North  Carolina. 

Let  us  pray  that  many  more  men  in  this  coming  year  will  answer  this  call  to 
preaching  the  gospel. 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

In  this  first  year  of  a  new  decade  when  Southern  Baptists  are  re-examining  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  the  American  Bible  Society's  statement  of  purpose  takes  on  new  meaning  and 
significance.  In  the  words  ofABS  General  Secretary  baton  E.  Holmgren:  "The  sole  pur- 
I  pose  of  all  Bible  Society  activity  is  -  and  always  has  been  -  to  provide  men,  in  in- 
telligible and  convincing  speech,  with  the  record  of  the  'wonderful  works  of  God' ...  It 
is  this  concern  for  the  redemption  of  the  world  -  for  the  whole  life  of  the  whole  man 
in  the  whole  world  -  that  permeates  the  work  and  witness  of  all  those  concerned  with 
the  Bible  Society  movement. . .  If  possible,  every  man  on  earth  must  be  told  of  the 
Savior  in  his  own  tongue  and  given  the  opportunity  to  surrender  his  life  to  Him.  This 
can  only  be  done  if  we  'press  with  vigor  on.'  " 
I       The  American  Bible  Society  is  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  serving  as  a  partner  of 
j  Southern  Baptists  in  providing  the  Bible  as  a  tool  for  missions.  We  are  aware  of  the 
j  need  not  only  to  keep  up  with  the  normal  increase  in  demand  for  the  written  Word,  but 
to  foresee  the  conditions  and  circumstances  within  which  people  will  be  living  in  this 
decade  of  the  Seventies. 

As  a  missionary  non-profit  organization,  it  serves  churches  of  many  denominations 
j  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries  translate  the  Bible.  It  publishes  without  note 
or  comment.  It  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost,  and  without  any  charge  in 
cases  of  special  need.  For  the  Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  raised- 
letter  systems,  Talking  Bible  records  and  tape  recordings. 
During  1970  the  American  Bible  Society — 

-aided  in  providing  technical  assistance  to  more  than 3, 000  translators  working  in 
more  than  800  languages  and  dialects.  At  the  close  of  1970  at  least  one  book  of  the 
Bible  has  been  published  in  1431  languages;  the  Bible  in  249,  a  Testament  in  329  more, 
and  portions  in  853.  Many,  however,  still  wait  for  the  Bible  in  their  own  language. 

-donated  4,323,599  Scriptures  for  chaplains  to  the  Armed  Services,  a  94.3  per  cent 
increase  over  1969.  Many  of  these  were  distributed  by  Southern  Baptist  chaplains. 

-distributed  99,595,465  Bibles,  Testaments,  Portions  and  Selections,  a  30.7  per 
cent  increase  over  1969.  An  attempt  was  made  to  reach  every  home  in  South  Carolina 
and  Arizona  with  a  New  Testament  or  a  packet  of  specially  designed  Selections.  The 
world  distribution  of  all  the  Bible  Societies  totaled  173  million,  equivalent  to  one  copy 
for  every  21  persons  in  the  world. 

-continued  to  develop  Scriptures  in  everyday  speech.  "Good  News  for  Modern  Man" 
in  Today's  English  Version  New  Testament  published  in  September  1966  has  a  distri- 
bution of  25  million  copies.  On  December  1, 1970,  the  first  book  of  the  Old  Testament, 
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"The  Psalms  for  Modern  Man*'  was  available  in  Today's  English  Version.  Job  is  to  be 
available   in  the  fall  of  1971  in  time  for  Southern  Baptists*  January  Bible  Study. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

In  1970  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $233,185  to  the  American  Bible  Society,  and 
stood  first  among  all  denominations.  Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the  U.S.A.  totaled 
$1,413,045. 

Although  Southern  Baptists  lead  in  total  gifts,  the  per  capita  gift  from  more  than 
11.6  million  members  is  only  a  little  more  than  2  cents  per  year. 

Southern  Baptists  can  lead,  even  in  per  capita  gifts- -if  every  church  will  give,  each 
year.  Has  your  church  given  this  year?  Here  are  suggestions,  based  on  what  many 
churches  are  doing: 

Every  church  can  give  at  least  these  amounts  each  year: 
Smaller  churches  $  10  to  $  60 

Larger  churches  $  60  to  $300 

Great  city  churches  $300  to  $600  or  more

MISSION  COUNCIL *S  REPORT 

The  Missions  Council  makes  the  following  report  to  the  New  River  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 
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I.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  SURVEY 

Last  spring  a  special  committee  was  enlisted  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  survey 
of  the  Christian  social  needs  in  the  Association.  This  survey  is  about  90^o  complete. 
When  the  survey  is  finished  a  complete  report  with  recommendations  for  action  to  be 
taken  will  be  submitted  to  the  Association. 

II.  WELCOME  INN 

A  complete  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Welcome  Inn  will  be  given  by  the  Director. 
However,  we  should  like  to  say  in  this  report  that  the  ministry  progressed  well  during 
the  year.  The  involvement  of  more  persons  and  churches  in  the  volunteer  program  is 
a  continuing  need. 

III.  AID  REQUESTED  FROM  THE  CONVENTION 

The  Council  recommends  that  the  following  requests  be  approved  by  the  Associa- 
tion. 

A.  That  the  Association  request  $3,000  salary  supplement  for  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions. 

B.  That  the  Association  request  $2, 500  for  lot  aid  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  land 
for  a  new  church  site  on  Western  Boulevard. 

C.  That  the  Association  approve  the  request  for  pastoral  aid  by  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Jacksonville,  said  aid  to  be  applied  to  Beacham  Chapel. 

IV.  PETITION  OF  THE  CENTERVIEW  CHURCH 

The  Centerview  Mission  was  constituted  into  a  church  on  October  3  of  this  year. 
The  church,  through  the  process  of  due  procedure  requests  membership  in  the  New 
River  Baptist  Association.  The  Council  recommends  that  this  request  be  granted. 

V.  PURCHASE  OF  PROPERTY 

1.  That  the  Association  rescind  its  action  of  1966  which  stated  "that  the  Asso- 
ciation sponsor  the  mission  on  said  property  when  the  need  arises;  that  the  Asso- 
ciation relinquish  its  rights  to  the  property  when  the  mission  is  duly  constituted  into 
a  Southern  Baptist  Church." 

2.  That  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  accept  the  proposal  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Jacksonville  in  which  they  offer  $9, 000  toward  the  purchase  of  five  acres  of 
land  for  the  purpose  of  a  church  site,  located  at  Western  Boulevard  and  University 
Drive,  and  that  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  and  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Jacksonville  hold  joint  title  to  the  land. 

3.  That  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  be  granted  the  responsibility  of 
beginning  the  new  work. 

4.  That  if  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  should  use  the  site  for  the  pur- 
pose of  relocating  their  church  plant,  they  will  refund  to  the  Association  all  associa- 
tional  funds  involved  in  this  transaction. 

5.  That  if  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  does  not  utilize  the  site,  within 
five  years  from  the  date  of  purchase,  for  its  intended  purpose,  the  New  River  Baptist 
Association  shall  have  the  option  of  reclaiming  the  property  and  refunding  all  monies 
invested  by  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

6.  That  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  instruct  the  trustees  to  proceed  with 
necessary  action  to  procure  additional  funds,  said  funds  not  to  be  in  excess  of  $1,500, 
which  may  be  necessary  to  effect  this  transaction. 
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WELCOME  INN  REPORT 

Many  times  as  we  try  to  comprehend  the  daily  blessings  of  life,  we  find  ourselves 
confronted  with  the  words  of  God  as  he  speaks  to  us  from  Mai.  3:10.  God  tells  us  to 
bring  our  gifts  unto  him  and  he  will  bless  us  more  than  we  are  able  to  receive. 

Surely  in  this  past  year  God  has  blessed  the  servicemen's  center  in  a  great  way. 
Because  you,  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  have  given  not  only  of  your  mon- 
etary gifts  but  of  yourselves. 

There  are  many  occasions  this  past  year  when  you  met  the  challenge  put  before 
you.  At  Thanksgiving  five  of  the  churches  supplied  a  very  rewarding  dinner  for  59 
servicemen.  Another  five  churches  at  Christmas  helped  to  feed  37  servicemen. 

A  number  of  men  that  use  the  center  have  been  channelled  into  churches  in  the 
area,  by  their  youth  programs. 

This  year  also  marked  another  first  for  Welcome  Inn.  We  were  able  to  involve  28 
servicemen  in  the  church  Softball  league.  The  result  of  this  activity  was  rewarding  to 
a  number  of  our  churches. 

Over  this  past  year  we  have  also  seen  some  changes  in  the  center  itself.  The  area 
of  the  snack  bar  was  increased  in  size  to  accommodate  more  men.  A  photo  lab  has 
been  added  where  the  servicemen  can  develop  and  print  their  own  pictures. 

Outside  activities  include  a  basketball  court,  horseshoes,  and  a  grill  for  cooking, 
a  volleyball  net,  and  an  increased  interest  in  tennis.  In  the  coming  year  we  plan  to  add 
some  picnic  tables  to  the  outside  area.

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CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 


The  Education  Commission  coordinates  the  Baptist  Colleges  with  the  Southem 
Baptist  Convention.  After  eleven  years  of  service  Rabun  L.  Brantley  retired  on  Sept. 
30,  1970,  and  was  succeeded  by  Ben  C.  Fisher. 

There  was  a  slight  decline  in  enrollment  and  gifts  to  the  church  colleges  in  1970. 
In  spite  of  this  condition,  the  morale  at  the  colleges  was  very  good  because  of  several 
factors.  There  was  a  direct  responsibility  for  student  conduct.  There  was  no  violence 
or  civil  disobedience  on  campus.  There  were  instruction  and  work  shops  on  drug  abuse. 
Johnny  Cash,  famous  country  singer,  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Humanities 
at  Gardner-Webb  for  his  work  in  preventing  drug  abuse.  The  Education  Commission 
reported  on  several  programs: 

1.  The  program  of  Christian  Education  and  Leadership.  A  two  year  self-study  was 
developed.  The  Baptist  Education  Study  Task  was  re- evaluated  and  plans  were  made 
for  future  implementation.  Work  was  continued  with  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  in  resolving  problems  of  accreditation  related  to  Baptist  policy. 

2.  The  program  of  School  and  College  Studies  and  Surveys.  There  was  a  revision  of 
goals  and  objectives  of  program  2. 

3.  The  program  of  Teacher  Recruitment  and  Placement.  There  is  an  over  supply  of 
Doctorates  in  all  major  disciplines  so  that  recruitment  of  teachers  outside  the  Baptist 
Colleges  is  no  longer  necessary.  There  is  only  the  danger  of  not  paying  a  high  enough 
salary  to  retain  this  surplus  of  highly  trained  teachers. 

4.  The  program  of  assistance  in  college  recruitment.  Program  accomplishments  for 
1970  included  the  publication  of  the  1971-73  edition  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Campus 
Directory  and  informational  tracts. 

An  analysis  of  1970  and  a  projection  for  the  future  indicated  that  Baptist  Colleges 
have  essentially  the  same  financing  problems  of  other  private  institutions  in  that  there 
is  not  enough  money  for  the  continual  demand  for  education.  Observers  have  indicated 
that  federal  help  may  be  supplied  in  the  future. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  must  clearly  define  a  Christian  education  and  if  it 
can  be  achievexl  only  on  a  Baptist  Campus.  It  must  decide  which  is  best:  (1)  A  system 
of  denominational  schools  that  are  continually  struggling  for  existence  with  vague, 
questionable,  and  unworkable  goals,  or  (2)  a  mission  program  in  state  supported 
colleges  and  universities. 

At  the  present  time  the  Education  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
are  redefining  goals  as  mentioned  in  suggestion  number  1.  Proposal  number  2  presents 
some  interesting  possibilities.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 
PARTICIPATION,  UPGRADING,  AND  INCREASED  BENEFITS 

With  prices  continuing  to  rise  and  protection  needs  on  the  increase,  a  large  number 
of  pastors  and  church  staff  members  participating  in  the  Annuity  Board  plan  to  increase 
their  participation  by  at  least  ten  per  cent  during  1970. 

While  members  upgraded,  the  Annuity  Board  was  introducing  Good  Experience  Cred- 
it. This  gives  Protection  Program  members  benefits  over  and  above  the  amounts  set 
forth  in  their  certificates. 

Increased  benefits:  credit  or  payments  are  made  possible  by  interest  earnings 
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above  initial  actuarial  assumptions.  Since  January  1.  1970.  active  members  received 
Good   Experience  Credit  in  the  form  of  increases  in  retirement  credits  accrued. 

Retired  persons  also  get  Good  Experience  Credit.  Persons  receiving  benefits  other 
than  education,  variable  or  fixed  period,  are  getting  four  per  cent  more  income  each 
month. 

Each  retired  person,  or  widow,  also  received  a  "13th  Check"  for  1970  amounting  to 
8.33  per  cent  of  his  annual  benefit.  It  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year  the  "13th  Check" 
had  been  given  and  the  total  of  such  payments  amounted  to  $424,594. 

In  its  53  year  history,  the  Annuity  Board  has  paid  benefits  amounting  to  $82.1 
million;  $8.4  million  was  paid  in  benefits  during  1970.

If  one  should  give  me  a  dish  of  sand,  and  tell  me  there  were  particles  of  iron  in  it, 
I  might  look  for  them  with  my  eyes,  and  search  for  them  with  my  clumsy  fingers,  and 
be-  unable  to  detect  them;  but  let  me  take  a  magnet  and  sweep  through  it,  and  how 
would  it  draw  to  itself  the  almost  invisible  particles  by  the  mere  power  of  attraction. 

The  unthankful  heart,  like  my  finger  in  the  sand,  discovers  no  mercies;  but  let  the 
thankful  heart  sweep  through  the  day,  and  as  the  magnet  finds  the  iron,  so  it  will  find, 
in  every  hour,  some  heavenly  blessings,  only  the  iron  in  God's  sand  is  gold! 

My  thankful  heart  has  swept  through  days  of  service  in  the  New  River  Baptist 
Association,  and  as  the  magnet  finds  the  iron,  so  has  my  heart  found  gold.  Indeed,  I 
am  thankful  to  have  apart  in  the  work  of  this  association.  And,  if  its  grov.th  and  pros- 
perity during  its  first  eleven  years  is  any  indication  of  what  may  be  expecfed  in  the 
next  eleven  years,  we  shall  be  the  beholders  of  some  astounding  things. 

As  we  take  a  look  at  the  work  in  the  association  this  past  year,  there  are  many 
things  which  stand  out  as  being  significant.  We  should  like  to  share  with  you  some  of 
the  more  significant  ones. 

The  coming  of  Rev.  David  Rutland  to  the  staff  provided  the  association  with  a  full- 
time  Director  of  Welcome  Inn.  He  has  added  stature  to  the  overall  work  of  the  service- 
men's center. 

The  purchase  of  five  acres  of  land,  to  be  used  as  a  future  church  site,  was  a  sig- 
nificant step  for  the  association.  With  the  participation  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Jacksonville,  a  six  year  dream  and  objective  has  now  been  realized. 

As  our  thankful  heart  sweeps  through  God's  sand,  the  participation  and  cooperation 
of  the  churches  is  a  gold  nugget  which  is  most  impressive.  The  response  of  the  people 
to  the  various  educational  and  training  programs  of  the  association  has  been  encourag- 
ing. Moreover,  every  church  in  the  association  contributes  financially  to  the  asso- 
ciational  missions  program.  With  the  fine  support  of  the  churches  and  with  the 
generous  participation  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  association  exceeded  its 
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budget  by  $840.23.  Of  the  more  than  $37, 000. 00  received  into  the  treasury  of  the  asso- 
ciation this  past  year,  nearly$8,000.00  was  given  by  Baptist  churches  across  the  state 
through  the  State  Convention.  I  am  sure  that  you  join  me  in  expressing  gratitude  for 
this  type  of  cooperation.  The  voices  of  criticism  against  the  Cooperative  Program  are 
made  silent  bytheoverwhelmingresponseto  our  needs  by  our  sister  churches  through- 
out North  Carolina. 

WHERE  DO  WE  GO  FROM  HERE?  What  is  on  the  horizon  for  us?  The  opportunities  for 
ministry  have  never  been  greater  for  our  churches.  Never  before  have  we  faced  such  a 
challenge. 

We  need  to  expand  our  minds,  and  seek  new  and  innovative  ways  of  Christian 
ministry.  The  needs  of  society,  certainly  in  the  area  of  this  association  cannot  be  met 
with  provincially  and  traditionally  oriented  methods. 

We  would  do  well  to  follow  the  example  of  our  hoid.  It  was  an  unpopular  thing  for 
him  to  go  into  the  market  places,  streets,  mountains,  and  the  seashore  and  engage  in 
ministry;  but,  he  did  it.  We  should  not  be  deterred  in  our  ministry  by  the  fear  of  un- 
popularity. While  the  gathering  of  the  saints  is  a  practice  which  we  may  not  ignore,  we 
cannot  be  content  only  upon  basking  in  our  own  spirituality- -deriving  our  sustenance 
from  those  around  us  who  conform  to  our  standards  and  ideologies.  To  do  this  is 
spiritual  cannibalism. 

That  most  of  the  persons  who  desperately  need  to  receive  the  gospel  are  not  coming 
to  our  church  services  cannot  bedenied.  They  are  involved  in  and  enmeshed  by  situa- 
tions which  make  most  of  our  outreach  methods  look  woefully  inadequate.  So  there  they 
are... persons  untouched  by  our  efforts  who  wallow  in  their  own  misery. 

An  active  Christian  social  ministries  program  is  one  way  that  many  associations 
and  churches  have  employed  to  help  meet  the  needs  that  face  people  daily.  There  is  no 
set  program  that  works  the  same  way  in  every  situation.  Christian  social  ministries 
tries  to  take  on  various  forms. 

Child  care  centers  designed  to  provide  education  and  spiritual  guidance  for  pre- 
school children  meet  dire  needs,  especially  for  working  mothers,  and  for  families  of 
a  low  income  bracket. 

The  church  should  work  closely  with  the  local  juvenile  authorities  in  providing 
guidance  for  youth  referrals  from  domestic  court  relation  personnel.  Local  authorities 
tell  us  that  this  represents  one  of  the  greatest  needs  in  our  area.  They  cite  the  need 
for  churches  to  actively  seek  to  minister  to  the  youth  who  have  run  amiss  with  the 
law. 

A  constructive  family  service  ministry  would  meet  an  enormous  need.  An  un- 
deniable fact  is  that  many  families  are  simply  disintegrating.  This,  law  enforcement 
officials  tell  us,  is  the  underlying  reason  for  juvenile  delinquency.  The  church  needs 
to  provide  a  counseling  ministry  that  will  touch  the  heart  of  this  need.  Alcoholism, 
drug  addiction,  ex-prisoner  rehabilitation,  special  senior  citizen  ministry  and  a  roll 
call  of  numerous  other  Christian  service  needs  exist  in  our  association. 

We  envision  the  employment  of  a  man  to  serve  on  the  associational  staff  whose 
responsibilities  will  be  to  develop  a  well-rounded  Christian  social  ministries  program. 
This  person  must  provide  a  program  which  will  be  a  projection  of  his  own  personal 
ministry.  However,  his  total  energy  must  not  be  expended  in  this  way.  He  must  seek 
to  establish  indigenous  leadership  in  the  churches.  Churches  must  establish  programs 
that  will  reach  the  people,  and  minister  to  them  in  their  own  environment.  Then,  and 
only  then,  can  we  expect  them  to  become  a  part  of  the  church. 

I  challenge  this  association  to  work  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  and 
establish  a  Christian  Social  Ministries  Program  as  soon  as  possible.  We  can  do  it! 
We  must  do  it!  The  significance  of  Christian  social  ministries  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  church  becomes  in  the  finest  sense,  the  "word  made  flesh*',  reflecting  and 
pointing  to  who  Jesus  Christ  is  and  what  faith  in  him  is  all  about.

A  training  clinic  was  offered  for  persons  who  were  involved  in  the  music  ministry  of 
their  church.

1.  Music  Directors,  Choir  Leaders  and  Pastors

music  for  various  occasions  and  with  basic  techniques  of  directing. 

2.  Choir  Members 

This  conference  dealt  with  the  basic  understanding  of  music,  with  the  attention 
given  to  lengths  of  notes,  pitch,  etc.  The  conference  was  led  by  Rev.  Gerald  Davis. 

3.  Musicians 

This  conference  was  led  by  Mrs.  Charles  Craig  and  involved  the  selections  of 
preludes,  postludes,  cpiet  music  and  how  to  use  the  various  selections. 
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BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 


Brotherhood  is  the  Baptist  church's  missionary  education  program  for  men  and  boys. 
The  program  is  comprised  of  two  organizations:  Baptist  Men  and  Royal  Ambassadors. 
Royal  Ambassadors  include  boys  ages  six  through  seventeen.  Baptist  Men  is  for  men 
eighteen  and  older.  Both  of  these  organizations  provide  opportunity  for  learning  about 
missions  and  for  becoming  involved  in  mission  activities. 

During  1970-71  the  Brotherhood  Department  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  has  been  engaged  in  raising  funds  to  enlarge  the  facilities  at  Camp  CaRAway. 
A  letter  from  Edwin  Bullock,  Brotherhood  Secretary,  dated  October  1,  1971,  indicated 
that  $18,000  has  been  contributed  toward  payment  for  buildings  now  under  construction. 
An  additional  $25,000  is  needed  to  complete  this  phase.  In  addition  to  the  swimming 
pool   and   cabins,   plans  call  for  a  training  and  retreat  lodge  to  be  used  by  men. 

The  following  two  paragraphs  from  Mr.  Bullock's  letter  are  given  as  an  appeal 
for  our  churches  to  help  in  this  worthy  cause. 

"Your  help  is  needed  in  a  tremendous  way  with  reference  to  the  promotion  of  the 
culmination  of  our  Camp  CaRAway  Fund  Raising  Program.  The  recommendation  is  that 
we  seek  to  have  a  major  drive  among  our  men  and  boys  in  the  churches  during  Boy's 
Week,  November  7-14.  We  are  most  hopeful  that  every  boy  will  give  as  much  as  $1.00 
and  the  men  as  much  as  $3.00.  It  is  obvious  that  we  can't  reach  this  goal  without  your 
personal  and  creative  promotion  of  the  effort, 
j  We  had  a  great  summer  camp  season.  As  many  as  1400  boys  attended  camp.  There 
were  150  professions  of  faith  and  800  or  more  other  types  of  decisions.  The  camp  is 
being  used  year  round  by  associations,  local  churches,  Sunday  School,  Training  Unions, 
Music,  deacons,  etc.  The  camp  and  the  boys  deserve  our  efforts."

THE  DOCTRINAL  MESSAGE 

THE  DOCTRINE  OF  MISSIONS  -  PSALM  107:2 

!  INTRODUCTION:  :• 

Someone  has  said,  "The  whole  business  of  the  church  is  to  preach  the  whole 
Gospel  to  the  whole  world." 

This  task  is  the  responsibility  of  the  whole  church.  Every  man  that  has  accepted 
Christ  as  Savior  and  Lord  should  be  active  in  the  work  of  winning  others  to  Christ. 
Winning  people  to  Christ  is  Missions.  But  if  we  are  to  be  mission  minded  men  we 
must: 

I     I.  HAVE  A  RIGHT  UNDERSTANDING  OF  OUR  COMMISSION.  MARK  15:16 
There  are  three  things  revealed  in  this  verse: 

1.  The  whole  world  is  our  field.  Acts  1:8. 

2.  The  Gospel  of  Christ  is  to  be  our  message.  I  Cor.  15:1-4  and  Rom.  1:14-16. 

3.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  he  One  who  commands  us  to  be  missionaries. 
Mark  16:15.  (He  has  the  right--He  redeemed  us.  Titus  2:11-14.) 

II.  HAVE  THE  POWER  OF  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  TO  ENERGIZE  US. 

1.  The  Holy  Spirit  reveals  to  us  the  need.  See  Acts  13:1-5,  the  church  at 
Antioch. 

2.  It  is  the  Holy  Spirit  that  will  empower  us  in  carrying  on  Missions,  or  the 
winning  of  souls.  Luke  24:46-49;  Acts  1:8;  and  Acts  2:1-4  and  41. 

3.  Therefore  to  be  mission  minded  men  we  must  be  men  controlled  by  the  Holy 


Spirit.  Eph.  5:18.  When  this  is  true  in  our  lives  we  will  be: 
III.  MEN  WHO  HAVE  A  COMPASSION  FOR  THE  SOULS  IN  NEED: 

1.  Remember  God  the  Father  had  compass  ion  upon  us.  Ezk.  33:11  and  2  Peter  3:9. 

2.  Christ  was  dominated  by  the  Spirit  and  had  compassion.  Matt.  9:35,  (He  wept 
over  sinners.) 

3.  Paul  filled  with  the  Spirit  had  compassion.  Rom.  9:1-3. 

4.  Moses  filled  with  the  Spirit  had  compassion.  Exodus  32:30-33. 

MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 

"IMPOSSIBLE  NEUTRALITY" 

"He  that  is  not  with  me  Is  against  me;  and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  me  scattereth 
abroad."  Matthew  12:30. 

In  this  one  piercing  verse,  Jesus  lays  down  the  impossibility  of  neutrality.  Someone 
has  said,  "In  this  war  against  Satan's  strongholds  there  are  only  two  sides,  either  for 
Christ  or  against  him;  gathering  with  him  or  scattering  with  Satan."  We  may  make  a 
very  simple  analogy  by  taking  this  saying  and  applying' it  to  ourselves  and  to  the 
church.  If  our  presence  does  not  strengthen  the  church,  then  our  absence  is  weakening 
it.  There  is  no  halfway  house.  If  a  nation  is  at  war,  then  a  neutral  nation  is  helping  the 
enemy  by  withholding  the  help  it  might  have  given.  In  all  things  in  this  world,  a  man  i 
has  to  choose  his  side;  abstention  from  choice,  suspended  action,  is  no  way  out, , 
because  the  mere  refusal  to  give  oneside assistance  is,  in  fact,  the  giving  of  support 
to  the  other. 

The  picture  of  gathering  and  scattering  in  this  saying  of  Jesus  may  come  from 
either  of  two  backgrounds.  It  may  come  from  harvesting.  We  could  say  he  who  is  not 
sharing  in  gathering  the  harvest  is  scattering  the  grain  abroad  and  is,  therefore,  losing; 
it  to  the  wind.  Or  it  may  come  from  shepherding,  where  we  could  say  he  who  is  noti 
helping  to  keep  the  flock  safe  is  exposingthe  flock  to  danger;  he  who  is  not  bringing  iti 
into  the  fold  is  driving  it  out  to  the  dangerous  and  the  comfortless  hills. 

There  are  three  things  which  make  a  man  seek  this  impossible  neutrality.  First, 
there  is  the  sheer  inertia  of  human  nature.  It  is  true  of  so  many  people  that  the  only; 
thing  they  desire  is  to  be  left  alone.  They  automatically  shrink  away  from  anything! 
which  is  disturbing,  and  even  the  thought  of  having  to  make  a  choice  is  disturbing  to; 
them.  Second,  there  is  the  natural  cowardice  of  human  nature.  Many  a  man  refuses: 
the  way  of  Christ,  because,  in  his  heart,  he  is  afraid  to  take  the  stand  which  Chris- 
tianity demands.  The  basic  thing  that  stops  him  is  the  thought  of  what  other  people 
will  think  and  say.  Inother  words,  the  voice  of  his  neighbors  is  louder  in  his  ears  than 
the  voice  of  God.  Third,  there  is  the  sheer  flabbiness  of  human  nature.  Most  people 
would  rather  have  security  than  adventure,  andtheolder  they  grow,  the  more  this  is  so.i 
A  challenge  always  involves  an  adventure.  Christ  comes  to  us  with  a  challenge,  and  so  ' 
often  we  would  rather  have  the  comfort  of  selfish  inaction  than  the  adventure  of  actioD  ' 
for  Christ.  " 

This  saying  of  Jesus--"Hewhoisnotwithme  is  against  me"--presents  us  with  a 
certain  problem;  for  both  Mark  and  Luke  have  a  saying  which  is  the  very  reverse  oi 
this--  "He  that  is  not  against  us  is  for  us."  Actually,  these  two  sayings  are  not  sc 
contradictory  as  they  seem.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  Jesus  spoke  the  second  of  them  wher 
his  disciples  came  to  him  and  told  him  that  they  had  sought  to  stop  a  man  from  cast- 
ing out  devils  in  his  name,  because  he  was  not  one  of  their  company.  "He  that  is  nol 
with  me  is  against  me,"  is  a  test  thafwe  ought  to  apply  to  ourselves.  Am  I  truly  or 
the  Lord's  side,  or  am  I  trying  to  shuffle  through  life  in  a  state  of  cowardly  neutrality' 
"He  that  is  not  against  us  is  forus,"  is  a  test  that  we  ought  to  apply  to  others.  Am  ' 
intolerant?  Am  I  limiting  the  Kingdom  of  God  to  those  who  think  as  I  do?  Am  I  givei 
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to  condemning  everyone  who  does  not  speak  with  my  theology  and  share  mv  ideas  ^  The 
saying  m  Matthew  is  a  challenge  and  a  test  to  apply  to  ourselves  and  t^hfsav^^^ 
Mark  and  Uike  is  a  saying  to  apply  to  others,  for  we  must  ever  judae  ouS

Revised  Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperating 
with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 

ARTICLE  11.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and  co- 
operation among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions, 
benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ 
to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARllCLE  HL  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the 
body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the 
pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the 
first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
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than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  church 
letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  or 
newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership 
in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two -thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  an- 
other association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  associ- 
ation thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that  fails 
to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  association, 
shall  be  counseled  with  by  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first 
Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association.  If  such  church 
has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association  with  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw  fellowship. 
Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by  application  to  the 
association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions 
Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers 
present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  IV  .  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine 
its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  au- 
thority over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may  have  been 
affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  coun- 
sel to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFHCERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice- moderator,  clerk,  treas- 
urer, and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion. (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  Association  or  until  their 
successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator  and  Vice- Moderator  shall 
be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFHCERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  WMU  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a 
program  of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, at  the  April  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those 
to  fill  the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not 
preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority 
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vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning 
a  program  of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  suc- 
ceeding year  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting  leaders  in  their 
respective  organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirm- 
ed by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session. 

The  officers  listed  in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  layman  or  pastors  of  cooper- 
ating churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFHCERS. 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  "for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the 
body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other 
important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his 
services. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall  dis- 
burse by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  ac- 
cording to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher 
properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with 
sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  approval.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  In  addition  to  the  Treasurer,  the  chairman  of  the  Stewardship  Committee 
shall  be  authorized  to  sign  checks  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association,  begin- 
ning with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  individuals 
who  may  posses  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to 
the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present 
his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING 

When  tlie  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or 
the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association  and 
action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Executive 
Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there  must  be 
two -thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in  order  to 
constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two -thirds 
(2/3)  vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dis- 
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solved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In 
either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship, 
unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 
SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in 
planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Association  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.  RESPONSIBILITIES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or  that 
which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Committee  and  or 
Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  give  recommendations 
to  the  Executive  Board  or  Association  regarding  vacations,  sick-leave,  etc.  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions. 

ARTICLE  Vn.  ORGANIZATION 
SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  Pastor  and 
two  lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission.  The  lay  representatives  shall 
be  elected  by  their  churches.  The  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed 
of  at  least  one  member  from  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  mis- 
sions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  of 
the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between  ses- 
sions, promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives 
given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Boardshallhear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the  various 
departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all 
work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or 
project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) majority  of  the  Executive  Board  mem- 
bers present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call 
of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following 
officers  of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator.  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent 
of  Missions.  Other  officers  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the 
Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 
The  Superintendent  of  .Missions  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council. 
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2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth  oper- 
ation of  the  Associational  program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music, 
i  Brotherhood  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
I  for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organiza- 
I  tions  shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good 
I  standing.  Their  duties  shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth 
I  in  the  promotional  literature  for  their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  ap- 
j  proved  by  the  State  or  Conventionwide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set 
forth  in  this  Constitution.  Additional  to  any  other  reports ,  all  Associational  organiza- 
i  tions  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted 
I  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Christian  Relations,  Con- 
stitution, Evangelism,  Missions,  Nominating,  Ordination,  Personnel,  Program,  Re- 
solutions, Stewardship,  and  Trustees.  Additional  to  any  other  reports  made,  all  Com- 
mittees shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This  report  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year.  All  Com- 
mittee members  shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and 
in  good  standing. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members. 
I  b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings, 

j  c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  ma- 

j  terials  and  of  recommending  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 
I  1.  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  race  relations,  etc.) 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
I   By-laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present 
!   any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  persons. 

3.  EVANGEUSM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program 
of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the  As- 
sociation. It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies 
to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non- Christ- 
ians. This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

4.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  members.  It  shall  work  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Association  and  lead

and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

b.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  assist  in  planning  and  conducting  mission 
Bible  Schools  and  other  new  work,  and  shall  help  maintain  close  liaison  between 
the  churches.  Association,  and  the  Baptist  Convention.  Additionally,  the  Committee 
shall  seek  to  foster  and  develop  an  Associational  ministry  to  military  connected  per- 
sons and  shall  assist  the  churches,  when  possible,  in  developing  a  ministry  to  the 
military. 

c.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  also  endeavor  to  help  develop  and  give  as- 
sistance to  the  language  missions  needs  and  opportunities. 

d.  It  shall  help  maintain  a  continuing  program  of  Seminary  Extension  within 
the  Association. 

e.  The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  developing  and  promoting  a  program  of 
work  with  the  youth. 

f.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  sub- committees  as  it  deems  necessary 
to  carry  out  its  work, 

5.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise,  and 
coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  Associational 
officers,  Associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  of  in- 
stitutions and  agencies,  and  any  other  officers  or  representatives  as  requested  by  the 
Association  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  As- 
sociation persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred.  Nominations  by  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

b.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, either  pastors,  laymen  and/or  laywomen,  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered 
a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carry  over"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's 
committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational 
Council  and  elected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

6.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five 
ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity 
for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  as- 
sist any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the 
examination  of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance 
of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  whall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  re- 
garding his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status,  know- 
ledge and  views  on  and  of  church  polity,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recom- 
mendation to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning 
and  carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

7.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  becomposed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee  shall 
be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River  As- 
sociation or  its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions. 

8.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of 
selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons.  The  Vice- Moderator 
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shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee. 
9.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It  shall  draw  up 
resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These 
shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 
10.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  Treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program. 
It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board' meet- 
ing. The  budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session 
and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of 
the  Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available 
stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases  and  fostering 
stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

11  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the  expiration 
of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  mayor  may  not  be  reelected  to  another  term  of  three 
years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They 
shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  accpisition  and  disposal  of  Associational 
property.  They  shall  sing  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mort- 
gages, intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association. 
They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not 
personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal  assingees  of  the  Associa- 
tion. All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers,  may  rely  upon 
any  written  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  direct- 
ing and  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational 
Moderator  and  Clerk. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and  agen- 
cies. Additional  to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  maybe  set  forth,  written 
reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and  changes 
in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work  of  our  col- 
leges. Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported.  Possible 
ways  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes  for  the 
Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the  Associa- 
tion informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing  and  of  any  existing  needs  of 
the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to  share 
in  the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the 
Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Foun- 
dation in  the  Association. 

4.  BIB  UCAL  RECORDER 
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The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  church- 
es of  the  Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  pro- 
mote the  circulation  of  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  ANNUITY  BOARD 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches  in- 
formed of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance 
to  any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  service  con- 
cerning the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the  As- 
sociation to  participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other  em- 
ployees of  the  churches. 

6.  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
by  keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek 
to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matter  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association 
and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the 
Missions  and  Personnel  Committees. 


The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated 
time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  pro- 
motional organizations,  and  its  standing  committees. 


This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion by  a  two- thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  notice 
of  sue}]  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board 
meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  L  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rule 
of  Order. 

ARTICLE  IL  This  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  shall 
cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  Ul.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
Octobei.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may 
make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because 
of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole 
body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  Ail  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  dcx:trines  and  programs. 


ARTICLE  Vm.  MEETINGS 


ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 
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ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make 
reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  to  the  Associations.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only 
to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organi- 
zational programs  as  approved  by  the  association, 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VIL  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at 
each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  '■elating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VILU  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  ad- 
dress the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall 
be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to 
speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body,  the 
moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

The  sole  purpose  of  the  American  Bible  Society  is  to  share  Christ  with  the  whole  ] 
world.  It  seeks  to  do  this  by  providing  the  Scripture  to  men,  women,  and  children  i 
everywhere,  in  a  language  they  can  understand  and  at  a  price  they  can  afford. 

In  the  interest  of  making  God's  Work  more  easily  understood,  the  Bible  Society  is 
presently  engaged  in  a  top-priority  project,  the  translation  of  the  Bible  into  every- 
day speech  for  the  major  languages,  plus  many  key  secondary  languages  and  dialects.  , 
Nearly  50  projects  now  exist,  involving  languages  and  dialects  spoken  by  more  thanj 
70^0  of  the  world's  population. 

At  the  present  time,  97°/o  of  the  world's  population  can  secure  at  least  a  portion 
of  the  Bible  in  their  own  language  and  approximately  3,000  translators  are  presently 
at  work  on  some  six  hundred  new  translations  and  revisions.  At  the  close  of  1971, 
at  least  one  Book  of  the  Bible  had  been  published  in  1,457  languages  and  dialects, 
the  complete  Bible  in  253. 

During  1971  the  American  Bible  Society  - 

-  distributed  90,129,921  Scriptures  within  the  United  States. 

-  increased  distribution  of  complete  Bibles  to  members  of  the  Armed  Ser- 
vices through  chaplains,  reaching  54,490  copies. 

-  provided  747-131  Scriptures  in  special  formats. 

-  published  the  Book  of  Job  in  Today's  English  Version. 

-  distributed  through  home  missionaries  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
over  300,000  Scriptures. 

Southern  Baptists  consider  the  American  Bible  Society  an  essential  part  of  theii 
own  world-wide  mission  and  believe  in  the  missionary  importance  of  giving  to  the 
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Society. 

The  1971  gifts  from  Southern  Baptists  to  the  Bible  Society  totaled  $240,249.  This 
amounts  to  slightly  over  two  cents  per  capita  giving  for  the  more  than  11.8  million 
Southern  Baptists. 

The  per  capita  giving  can  be  greatly  increased  if  every  church  will  give.  Will  you 
encourage  your  church  to  give  in  order  that  Christ  may  be  shared  with  the  whole 
world  -  a  task  which  calls  for  the  widest  possible  distribution  of  the  Scriptures.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

Darold  H.  Morgan  took  office  as  president  of  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  on  March  1,  1972.  R.  Alton  Reed,  whom  he  succeeded,  had  been 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Board  for  19  years. 

The  change  in  executive  leadership  occurred  with  the  Board  having  record  funds 
held  in  trust  of  more  than  $292  million,  as  of  December  31,  1971.  These  funds  are 
held  in  trust  for  36,000  retirement  plan  participants  now  active  in  churches  and  deno- 
minational agencies. 

Moreover,  the  Board  paid  out  25  per  cent  more  in  benefits  to  7,500  annuitants 
!  last  year  than  their  contracts  required.  Called  "13th  Checks,"  these  extra  benefits 
I  were  paid  twice  in  the  year  -  8  1/3  per  cent  in  February  and  another  16  2/3  per  cent 
in  December. 

The  same  good  yield  on  investments  that  permitted  extra  benefits  to  annuitants 
also  gave  Good  Experience  Credits  (credits  for  good  experience  in  investing)  to  active 
[members  of  the  various  plans,  adding  value  to  their  retirement  fund  being  built  up. 
1  The  extra  benefits  paid  through  ••13th  Checks"  totaled  $1,339,732. 
!  The  Board,  in  its  54  years  of  existence,  had  paid  out  benefits  that  total  $92.1 
|l  million,  including  over  $10  million  during  1971. 

\  During  the  administration  of  R,  Alton  Reed,  the  Annuity  Board  eliminated  the  "un- 
:  funded  liability"  -  which  meant  that  potential  claims  for  benefits  exceeded  assets. 

The  Board  is  now  in  a  position  not  only  to  fully  meet  every  outstanding  contract  with 

members,  but  to  grant  Good  Experience  Credit  as  well. 

The  Annuity  Board  offers  a  protection  plan  for  disability,  death,  and  retirement 

to  cover  every  pastor,  church  staff  member,  and  denominational  agency  employe. 

Many  churches  help  by  paying  full  the  dues  for  their  pastor  and  staff. 

Retirement  contributions  may  be  made  on  the  full  salaries  of  pastors  and  other

The  Missions  Council  submits  the  following  report  to  the  New  River  Baptist  As- 
sociation: 

I.  ORGANIZATION 

The  ministry  of  the  Missions  Council  is  under  leadership  of  two  sub- committees. 

A.  The  New  Work  and  Affiliations  Sub- committee  assists  in  planning  and  con- 
ducting Mission  Bible  Schools  and  other  new  work.  This  sub-committee  also  seeks 
to  maintain  close  liaison  between  the  churches,  Association  and  the  Baptist  state 
Convention. 

B.  The  Military  Mission  Sub-committee  fosters  and  develops  an  Associational 
ministry  to  military  persons  through  the  churches  of  the  Association.  This  sub-com- 
mittee is  also  responsible  for  lending  every  possible  assistance  to  the  Director  of 
Welcome  Inn. 

II.  New  Work  and  Affiliations 

A.  The  Weyerhaeuser  Foundation  declined  to  proceed  with  negotiations  for  a  lot 
in  the  Brynn  Marr  section.  The  property  under  consideration  is  available  only  at  coiii- 
mercial  rates  and  Weyerhaeuser  declined  to  make  any  grant  involving  religious  or- 
ganizations. 

B.  The  Mission  Chapel  at  Beacham  Apartments  is  a  mobile  unit  owned  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  loaned  to  the  Association.  Future  plans  for  this  valuable 
unit  are  now  under  study. 

C.  A  World  Missions  Conference  is  planned  for  the  Association  and  is  scheduled 
for  February  24- March  1  of  1974. 

D.  The  Missions  Council  endorsed  requests  for  financial  aid  from  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  for  the  following  undertakings: 

1.  The  Missions  program  of  the  Association  -  $3,000.00. 

2.  Pastoral  Aid  for  Mid ville  -  $3,000.00. 

3.  Pastoral  Aid  for  Community  -  $1,500.00. 

4.  Pastoral  Aid  for  New  Hope  -  $1,250.00. 

E.  Your  Missions  Council  has  under  study  plans  for  an  Associational  food  pantry 
and  clothing  closet  that  will  be  supported  and  operated  by  churches  in  the  Association 
who  are  interested  in  such  a  program. 

III.  Military 

A.  Following  the  resignation  of  the  Reverend  David  Rutland,  Director  of  Welcome 
Inn,  the  Reverend  Bill  Rowe  was  named  the  new  Director  as  of  October  1,  1972. 

B.  The  Ministry  of  Welcome  Inn  continues  to  move  forward  and  your  Missions 
Council  urges  that  our  churches  support  this  ministry  in  even  greater  ways.  A  com- 
plete report  of  the  ministry  of  Welcome  Inn  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  Minutes.

it  is  the  interweaving  process  of  Gospel  Music  that  sets  the  "stage"  for  the  preach- 
ing ministry  and  enables  the  Holy  Spirit  to  make  God's  Word  a  living  reality  and  fact 
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in  the  life  of  the  believer  as  well  as  the  saving  force  involved  in  the  personal  ex- 
perience with  Jesus  Christ.  Every  Christian  has  a  song  to  sing;  if  not,  then  some- 
thing is  wrong  with  his  life.

ORDAINING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Ordaining  Committee  of  the  Association  functions  in  an  advisory  capacity  to 
candidates  to  the  Christian  ministry  and  to  the  churches  who  are  both  ordaining  and 
calling  the  men  to  church  vocations. 

The  Committee  met  two  times  during  the  Associational  year  for  the  purpose  of 
'  counseling  candidates  who  felt  called  into  the  Christian  ministry  and  whose  ordination 
was  being  sought  by  their  respective  churches. 

On  April  11,  1972,  the  Ordaining  Committee  met  in  an  unusual  session.  Three 
men  appeared  before  the  Committee  for  questioning  regarding  their  call  and  fitness 
I  to  the  Christian  ministry.  The  names  of  the  men  are  as  follows:  Mr.  Norman  Kennedy 
!  from  the  Community  Church,  Mr.  Joe  Floyd  from  the  Enon  Chapel  Church,  and  Mr. 
Stephen  Barnes  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville. 

At  the  time  of  their  appearances  before  the  Committee,  Mr.  Kennedy  was  a  pastor 
in  Kentucky,  where  he  was  also  a  student.  Mr.  Floyd  was  serving  as  interim  pastor  of 
the  Bethany  Church,  and  Mr.  Barnes  Minister  of  Music  and  Youth  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Jacksonville. 

On  June  15,  1972,  the  Committee  again  met  at  the  request  of  the  Enon  Chapel 
Church  to  question  Mr.  Roy  Hancock.  At  the  time,  Mr.  Hancock  was  a  student  at 
Fruitland  Bible  Institute.

SOCIAL  SERVICES     MINISTRIES  REPORT 
BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING: 

Our  Baptist  Homes  now  operate  five  resident  Homes,  with  two  located  in  Winston- 
;alem,  and  one  each  in  Albemarle,  Hamilton,  and  Yanceyville.  These  Homes  have  a 
capacity  for  162  residents.  In  addition,  there  is  a  Nursing  Care  Unit,  located  in  Win- 
ston-Salem,  with  a  capacity  for  63  patients.  In  these  Homes  we  specialize  in  tender 
oving  care  and  do  not  know  of  any  place  this  side  of  Heaven,  and  outside  of  one's 
lome,  where  a  person  can  receive  more  compassionate  Christian  care. 

^  Of  great  significance  during  the  past  year,  in  May,  was  the  dedication  of  the  York 
Ving  of  the  Nursing  Care  Unit.  This  wing,  accommodating  18  additional  patients,  was 
.completed  in  November  of  1971  and  named  in  honor  of  Judge  and  Mrs.  William  York, 
jff  Greensboro.  He  and  Mrs.  York  gave  $80,000.00  for  the  construction  of  this  new 
ring,  and  the  additional  moneyneeded  was  raised  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Homes.  With 
lis  new  addition,  the  Baptist  Homes  have  been  able  to  receive  some  few  persons, 
In  a  limited  basis  only,  directly  as  patients.  The  majority  of  beds  in  the  Nursing 
:are  Unit  are  used  for  the  residents  of  the  five  Homes,  when  nursing  care  becomes 
ecessary.  We  are  glad  that  the  base  of  our  operation  has  been  broadened  to  include 
ministry  to  the  aging  sick  person,  and  we  can  only  hope  that  we  will  move  forward 
'nd  be  able  to  receive  more  patients  in  the  years  ahead.

Baptist  Hospital  does  continue  to  serve  patients  who  cannot  pay  for  their  hospital 
care.  Even  with  the  tightening  of  admission  policies  and  procedures,  only  one  per- 
son in  twelve  months     i.e.,  one  in  approximately  17,000  applications  for  admis-  ; 
sions  -  was  not  helped.  In  1971,  charitable  allowances  amounting  to  $1,370,000  were  - 
issued  to  patients  unable  to  pay  in  full.  The  Mother's  Day  offering  of  $371,000  helped  | 
make  this  charity  work  possible.  j 

The  new  patient  tower  is  being  completed  and  some  departments  have  already  I 
moved  into  the  lower  levels.  Complete  occupation  should  take  place  by  January,  1973.  ■ 
One  additional  unit,  a  two  story  unit  housing  the  emergency  room  and  out-patient 
clinic,  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  1973.  This  will  conclude  the  present  deve- 
lopment program. 

"A  Medical  Center  ministering  with  skill  and  understanding"  is  not  just  a  letter- 
head slogan;  it  is  a  goal  which  Baptist  Hospital  seriously  strives  to  attain. 

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES:  j 
For  the  past  eighty- seven  years,  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  their  Children's i 
Homes  have  cooperated  in  a  program  of  Christian  child  care.  North  Carolina  Baptists  j 
have  given  generous  and  enthusiastic  support  to  their  child  care  ministry.  \ 
One  of  the  major  tasks  confronting  our  work  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  is  the  up-i 
grading  of  our  campus  facilities  to  meet  minimum  standards  for  licensing  our  child 
care  program.  Most  of  our  older  buildings  at  Kennedy  Home  will  require  extensive! 
and  expensive  renovation  to  meet  these  standards.  Some  buildings  may  have  to  be| 
completely  replaced  with  new  structures.  To  meet  this  urgent  need,  we  ask  our  Baptist 
friends  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  to  give  serious  and  prayerful  thought  to  increased 
support  for  operating  expenses  and  special  bequests  and  donations  for  capital  im-| 
provements.

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Department  attempted  to  cope  with  its  task 
by  providing  leadership  training  and  promoting  basic  Sunday  School  concepts. 

Training  sessions  were  held  during  the  Associational  year.  The  Annual  VBS  Clinic 
'was  held  March  22  and  23  at  the  New  River  Church.  The  Clinic  was  completely  graded, 
providing  teachers  for  all  age  groups.  The  two  day  sessions  and  one  night  session 
had  the  highest  attendance  ever  in  our  Association.

On  October  14  and  15,  1971,  four  ladies  from  the  State  W.M.U.  led  an  Associa- 
tional Leadership  Conference  in  our  Association.  This  was  held  at  First  Baptist 
Church,  Jacksonville,  with  a  total  of  78  ladies  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
for  training. 

During  W.M.U.  Focus  Week  in  February,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  sponsored 
an  Associational  Acteen  Mother- Daughter  Banquet.  After  a  delicious  meal,  ladies 
from  the  Association  entertained  us  with  a  fashion  show  of  styles  worn  in  the  1700- 
1800  era. 

The  Annual  Session  was  held  April  18,  at  First  Baptist  Church,  Jacksonville.  Rev. 
Alan  Compton,  Missionary  to  Latin  America,  was  our  guest  speaker. 

On  May  27  and  28,  1972,  another  Baptist  Women  Leadership  Conference,  sponsored 
by  First  Baptist  Church,  Richlands,  was  held  with  ladies  from  several  churches  at- 
tending. 

At  Literacy  Workshop,  to  train  volunteers  in  assisting  slow  or  non- readers,  was 
sponsored  jointly  by  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Brotherhood,  August  27  through

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MESSAGE  FROM  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 


^'GO  FORWARD'^  I 

In  their  exodus  from  Egypt,  the  Israelites  were  not  always  convinced  that  Moses ^ 
was  exercising  wisdom.  They  were  gripped  with  fear  as  they  viewed  their  ragtag  army 
against  Pharoah's  well  disciplined  and  fortified  troops.  As  they  were  camping  beside 
the  Red  Sea,  Pharoah's  army  came  barreling  down  upon  them.  They  wished  they  had  i 
remained  in  Egypt.  Moses  apparently  began  talking  to  God,  for  God  told  him  that  he  j 
should  be  speaking  to  his  people  -  "speak  to  the  children  of  Israel  that  they  go  for-  1 
ward." 

A  missionary  came  home  from  India  on  furlough  just  at  the  time  the  old  gospel 
song  "Hold  the  Fort!"  was  at  the  height  of  its  popularity.  Everywhere  he  heard  it 
sung.  The  more  he  heard  it  the  more  he  disliked  it,  until  at  last  he  went  into  one  of 
the  missionary  gatherings  of  his  denomination  and  protested  against  the  use  of  the 
hymn.  "Hold  the  fort?"  he  cried  malignantly,  "why,  that  is  the  devil's  business.  Our 
business,  as  Christians,  is  to  storm  the  fort."  The  Christian  religion  is  an  aggressive  ' 
religion.  It  was  never  intended  by  Jesus  to  be  confined  to  the  four  walls  of  a  church.  ' 
We  have  a  job  to  do,  and  the  time  in  which  to  do  it  is  running  out.  We  must  be  up  and  | 
doing,  with  hearts  for  any  fate,  if  the  cause  of  Christ  is  to  prosper  in  the  land. 

Our  task  is  made  crystal  clear  as  we  view  the  enormous  opportunities  which  are 
all  around  us.  Our  business  is  to  storm  the  fort.  Maintaining  the  status  quo  may  look  j 
good  to  some,  but  it  will  never  win  the  game.  A  cousin  and  I  used  to  play  doubles  j 
at  tennis.  With  a  grin  he  would  often  say,  "You  keep  us  in  the  game  and  I'll  forge  | 
ahead."  We  both  recognized  that  if  we  were  to  win  the  game  it  was  not  enough  to  j 
have  nearly  as  many  points  as  our  opponent.  We  needed  more!  It  is  not  enough  to  hold  i 
the  fort.  We  must  storm  it.  We  must  go  forward. 

A  famous  theologian  once  said  words  to  the  effect  that,  "as  fire  exists  by  burn- 
ing, so  the  church  exists  by  its  mission."  Every  Christian  has  the  responsibility  to 
help  his  church  fulfill  its  mission. 

There  are  certain  prerequisites  if  a  church  is  to  fulfill  its  mission.  For  one  thing,  it 
must  provide  a  ministry  which  is  characterized  by  continuity  among  its  leaders  as  ;? 
well  as  among  the  entire  membership.  More  than  one  church  has  suffered  because  of  j 
a  rapid  turnover  of  its  leaders,  not  excluding  the  pastor.  In  most  case^,  short  pastor- 
ates contribute  little  to  the  sustained  life  of  the  fellowship.  When  ministers  leave 
every  two  years  or  less,  the  church  stays  in  a  state  of  constant  transition.  Little  long 
range  planning  is  possible.  To  be  sure  there  are  often  good  and  legitimate  reasons  for 
short  tenures  of  service. 

Economical  factors  cannot  be  ignored.  There  is  a  pressing  need  for  churches  to 
make  a  close  examination  and  reassessment  of  salary  and  other  benefits  which  are 
earned  by  their  pastors. 

Patience  and  understanding  are  virtues  which  ministers  and  the  laity  should  covet. 
The  work  of  the  church  is  the  profession  of  the  minister.  It  is  his  fulltime  job.  The  ; 
laity,  of  course,  have  secular  jobs.  For  them,  church  work  is  on  a  volunteer  basis. ! 
Therefore,  when  the  minister  is  running  and  the  laity  are  walking,  there  is  a  possible  ' 
source  of  conflict.  Conflicts  often  develop  and  relationships  are  sometimes  deterio- 
rated and  terminated  because  differences  of  opinions  cannot  be  settled,  and  God's 
work  suffers.  The  church  falters  and  fails  in  achieving  its  mission.  This  ought  not ) 
to  be. 

The  members  of  the  church  should  provide  the  resources  which  are  needed  for 
the  fellowship  to  execute  God's  will  for  their  lives.  The  minister  has  dedicated  his 
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life  to  leading  Christians  to  know  and  to  do  God's  will,  individually  and  as  a  cor- 
porate body.  The  laity  should  cooperate  with  the  minister  so  as  not  to  frustrate  the 

i  will  of  God  and  discourage  the  minister. 

The  ministry  of  the  church  reaches  beyond  the  confines  of  its  own  community. 

'There  are  also  projects  of  endeavor  which  require  the  combined  resources  of  all  the 


in  agiven  area.  For  Baptists,  this  is  the  Association.  The  Association  exists 


to  assist  churches  in  achieving  their  task!  Christians  across  the  Association  need  to 
be  more  alert  to  the  training  opportunities  which  are  available  to  them,  A  concerted 
effort  is  made  to  design  programs  which  will  be  of  direct  help  to  the  teacher  in  the 
plassroom.  The  Association  also  becomes  a  tool  whereby  churches  together  can  ac- 
complish tasks  which  would  otherwisebe  impossible.  There  are  programs  in  existence 
which  have  been  created  by  the  churches  of  this  Association.  Greater  resources  are 
leeded  to  sustain  these  programs  if  they  are  to  continue  after  the  fine  manner  in 
which  they  were  begun.  People  called  Baptists  are  characterized  by  their  zeal  for 
missions.  There  are  missionary  opportunities  in  the  area  of  the  New  River  Associa- 
tion which  excite  the  most  zealous  among  us.  You  can  be  a  part  in  this  missionary 
enterprise  -  for  your  Association  is  involved. 

The  year  1973  has  been  designated  as  the  Year  of  Evangelism  by  major  denomin- 
ations. Key  73  is  the  name  which  has  been  given  to  this  endeavor.  In  promoting  this 
^mphasis,  the  Association  will  conduct  an  Evangelistic  Crusade  in  June.  Your  parti- 
cipation and  support  is  absolutely  necessary.  Let  us  be  laborers  together  with  God  in 
':his  great  enterprise,  and  pray  that  God  will  bring  a  revival  to  our  area. 

The  Association  needs  to  go  forward  in  engaging  in  new  and  different  areas  of 
;:hristian  ministry.  An  active  Christian  Social  Ministries  program  is  needed  in  this 
Association.  A  constructive  family  service  ministry  would  meet  an  enormous  need. 
Mready,  we  have  the  beginning  of  a  very  fine  family  ministries  program.  The  Literacy 
Program  is  becoming  a  well  developed  ministry.  Approximately  125  persons  have  al~ 
:eady  been  trained,  and  many  are  now  tutoring  slow  readers  in  the  school  system.  A 
Baptist  Center  type  ministry  is  also  being  developed.  Using  the  small  building  to  the 
:ear  of  Welcome  Inn,  a  clothing  closet  and  food  pantry  ministry  will  be  made  available 
:o  needy  families.  This  service  will  not  only  meet  an  immediate  need,  but  will  also 
provide  an  opportunity  to  express  the  Christian  faith  in  a  new  and  effective  way. 

There  are  many  other  facets  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  which  should  be  inau- 
gurated. These  cannot  be  undertaken  with  present  resources  and  personnel.  Therefore, 
i  challenge  this  Association  to  take  appropriate  action  in  cooperation  with  the  Baptist 
)tate  Convention  and  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  establish  a  full  time  Christian 
social  Ministries  program. 

We  cannot  rest  upon  the  laurels  of  the  past.  The  Promised  Land  awaits  us.  God  is 
speaking  to  us  today  -  "Go  Forward!"

Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperating  with  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and  cooperation 
among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our 
Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and 
principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of 
all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education, 
and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 
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ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and  missions  and 
elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church  and 
mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  ( 1 00) 
members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission 
shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the 
annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to 
participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  or  newly 
organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association, 
the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  later  than  thirty  days 
preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church 
may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 
Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an  associational  letter  and/or  by  sending 
messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the 
denomination  at  large,  and  this  association,  shall  be  counseled  with  by  special  committee  which 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association. 
If  such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association  with  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw  fellowship.  Every  effort 
possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the  association  and  the 
denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  association  through  the  Mis- 
sions Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  re- 
ceived by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual 
session. 

ARTICLE  IV.  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine  its  own 
policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church 
or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the 
association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for 
such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  and 
historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association 
and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association.  (Their  nomination  does 
not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual 
session  of  the  Association  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Mod- 
erator and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFFICERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Direc- 
tor, WMU  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a  program  of  work  be 
properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee,  at  the  April  session  of  the 
Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill  the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the 
coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons 
shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  planning  a  program  of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
for  the  succeeding  year  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting  leaders  in  their 
respective  organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the 
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Association  in  its  annual  session. 
The  officers  listed  in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  laymen  or  pastors  of  cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1 .  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  manner  and  Christian 
spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  vice-Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  direction  of  the 
Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct.  The  Vice-Moderator 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  and 
its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation,  printing,  and  distributing  of  the 
Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other  important  papers  of  the  Association.  The 
clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his  services. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall  disburse  by  check 
all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific 
instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall 
keep  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make 
reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for 
approval.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to  the  policy  of  the 
Executive  Board.  In  addition  to  the  Treasurer,  the  chairman  of  the  Stewardship  Committee  shall 
be  authorized  to  sign  checks  according  to  the  poHcy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association,  beginning  with  the 
organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess 
historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make 
records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present  his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for 
adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING 

When  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Associa- 
tion will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  committee  shall  bring  only  one 
name  at  a  time  for  the  considerafion  of  the  Association  and  action  may  be  taken  at  either  the 
Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting. 
In  this  particular  matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches  of  the 
Association  present  in  order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  afifirmafive  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of 
those  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dissolved  at  the 
request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case,  at  least  thirty 
days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1 .  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association,  the  Baptist 
State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in  planning,  promoting, 
and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the  work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Association  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.  RESPONSIBILITES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1 .  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial  welfare  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  within  the  fi-amework  of  the  budget  or  that  which  is  agreed  upon  by 
the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations  and  make  recommenda- 
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tions  regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Committee  and/or  Executive  Board  or 
Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  give  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Board  or 
Association  regarding  vacations,  sick-leave,  etc.  for  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  Pastor  and  two  lay 
representatives  from  each  church  and  mission.  The  lay  representatives  shall  be  elected  by  their 
churches.  The  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from 
one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive 
Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  sh^ll  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between  sessions, 
promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives  given  by  the 
Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the  various  depart- 
ments and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all  work  carried  on 
and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or  project 
deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the 
Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1 .  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following  offices  of  the 
Association:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairmen  of  the  Evangelism  and  Missions 
Committees,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent  of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  committee 
members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their 
work  are  to  be  considered.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the 
Council. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the  Executive 
Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various  groups  and  the 
Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth  operation  of  the  Associational 
program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  the  Calendar 
Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  July 
meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for  the  benefit  of 
the  work  of  the  churches;  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music,  Brotherhood  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise  for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of 
the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organizations  shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Association  and  in  good  standing.  Their  duties  shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions 
set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for  their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved 
by  the  State  or  Conventionwide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitu- 
tion. Additional  to  any  other  reports,  all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written  report 
to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the 
Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees;  Christian  Relations,  Constitution, 
Evangelism,  Missions,  Nominating,  Ordination,  Personnel,  Program,  Resolutions,  Steward- 
ship, and  Trustees.  Additional  to  any  other  reports  made,  all  Committees  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Association.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of 
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the  Associational  year.  All  Committee  members  shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Association  and  in  good  standing.  i 

1.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials  and  of 
recommending  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  race  relations,  etc.) 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and 
to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present  any  changes  to  the 
Association  for  its  consideration.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

3.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program  of  Evangelism, 
carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and 
promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the 
Association  and  its  compassion  for  non-Christians.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
persons. 

4.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  members.  It  shall  work  with  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Association  and  lead  and  assist  in  organizing 
new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

b.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  assist  in  planning  and  conducting  mission  Bible  Schools 
and  other  new  work,  and  shall  help  maintain  close  liaison  between  the  churches.  Association,  and 
the  Baptist  Convention.  Additionally,  the  Committee  shall  seek  to  foster  and  develop  an  Associ- 
afional  ministry  to  military  connected  persons  and  shall  assist  the  churches,  when  possible,  in 
developing  a  ministry  to  the  military. 

c.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  also  endeavor  to  help  develop  and  give  assistance  to  the 
language  missions  needs  and  opportunities. 

d.  It  shall  help  maintain  a  continuing  program  of  Seminary  Extension  within  the  Associa- 
tion. 

e.  The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  developing  and  promoting  a  program  of  work  with  the 
youth. 

f .  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  sub-committees  as  it  deems  necessary  to  carry  out  its 
work. 

5.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominafing  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise,  and  coordinate, 
so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  Associational  officers,  Associational 
committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  of  institutions  and  agencies,  and  any  other 
officers  or  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to 
the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred.  Nominations 
by  the  Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

b.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  either 
pastors,  laymen  and/or  lay  women,  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered  a  good  policy  to  have  a 
"carry  over"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's  committee.  The  Nominating 
Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and  elected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

6.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  hav.e  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity  for  churches  and  minister- 
ial candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  formal  action 
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of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance  of  the 
ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  regarding  his  Christian 
experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status,  knowledge  and  views  on  and  of  church 
policy,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recommendation  to 
the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning  and  carrying 
out  the  ordination  service. 

7.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee  shall  be  charged 
with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River  Association  or  its  executive 
Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

8.  T^ROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of  selecting  the  speaker 
for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee. 

9.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It  shall  draw  up  resolutions 
on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 

10.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  Treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program.  It  shall  prepare 
a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The  budget  shall  be 
officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of  the  Association 
by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available  stewardship  materials,  and  by 
leading  in  denominational  emphases  and  fostering  stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

11.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three 
years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the 
trustee  may  or  may  not  be  reelected  to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one 
year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They  shall  act  on 
behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all 
deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the 
authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association.  They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the 
direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal 
assigness  of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers, 
may  rely  upon  any  written  resoltuion  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board, 
directing  and  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational 
Moderator  and  Clerk. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and  agencies.  Addi- 
tional to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth,  written  reports  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last 
day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and  changes  in  the  field 
of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work  of  our  colleges.  Statistical 
information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported.  Possible  ways  in  which  the  local  church 
can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 
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2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the 
Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the  Association  informed 
about  what  these  institutions  are  doing  and  of  any  existing  needs  of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek 
to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to  share  in  the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special 
offerings. 

3.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the  Associa- 
tion informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Foundation  in  the  Association. 

4.  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  churches  of  the 
Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  promote  the  circulation  of 
the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  ANNUITY  BOARD 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches  informed  of  the 
policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance  to  any  person  or  church  of 
the  Association  who  requests  information  or  service  concerning  the  work  of  the  Board. 
Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the  Association  to  participate  in  the  programs 
which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society  by  keeping 
the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek  to  aid  any  church  or 
individual  in  specific  matters  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association  and  shall  be 
related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  organizations.  Guidelines 
for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the  Missions  and  Personnel  Committees . 

ARTICLE  VIII.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may 
determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place 
of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The  Executive  Board  shall  promote 
the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing 
committees. 

ARTICLE  rX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  notice  of  such  change  has 
been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read  in 
the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

ARTICLE  II .  This  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the 
last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  in .  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  October.  The 
exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or  other  authorized  by  the 
Association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may  make  such  adjustment  in  the 


time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of  churches  within  the 
Association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern 
Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  reports  to 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  to  the  Association.  The  Executive  Board 
shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the  extent  of  determin- 
ing whether  thy  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous  business  at 
each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at  each 
annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be 
provided  for  by  the  Program  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  moderator,  and 
be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject 
more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a 
messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a 
discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority  vote  of 
messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the 
second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  major  emphasis  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  for  this  year  was  on  an  Association-wide 
Evangelistic  Crusade.  The  actual  dates  of  the  Crusade  were  17  through  23  June  in  the  Jackson- 
ville Senior  High  School  Fpotball  Stadium.  The  Crusade  Evangelist  was  Dr.  Jack  Stanton  of  the 
Evangelism  Division,  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Mr.  Felix  Snipes  was  the  Crusade  Song 
Leader  and  Choir  Director. 

One  year  of  planning  and  several  months  of  preparation  preceded  the  Crusade.  Rev.  Bob  Saul 
of  Religious  Communications  Corporation,  Waco,  Texas  was  employed  as  the  Crusade  Director 
and  made  several  trips  to  Jacksonville  to  meet  with  the  Crusade  Steering  Committee  and  to 
instruct  the  Crusade  Counselors. 

Though  the  Crusade  was  a  Baptist  sponsored  and  Baptist  organized  Crusade,  efforts  were 
made  to  involve  other  religious  denominations  in  the  Associational  Area  and  the  Chaplains  at  the 
Marine  Corps  Base  at  Camp  Lejeune.  A  few  of  the  other  denominational  pastors  and  several  of 
the  Chaplains  made  significant  contributions  to  the  Crusade  effort. 

The  Crusade  was  not  billed  as  a  "KEY  73"  project,  but  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  that  theme 
our  Crusade  was  named  "73  FOR  CHRIST". 

Some  of  the  major  events  conducted  leading  up  to  the  Crusade  were: 

a.  Three  Prayer  Retreats  (two  in  Associational  Churches  and  one  on  the  Base).  Though  not 
well  attended,  they  were  inspirational  and  contributed  greatly  to  the  Crusade  spirit. 

b.  Witness  Training  Schools  in  4  churches. 

c.  Counselor  Training  by  Rev.  Bob  Saul  on  two  separate  occasions  in  which  a  total  of  157 
counselors  were  trained. 

The  sizable  Crusade  budget  adopted  was  over  subscribed  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the 
Crusade. 

There  were  a  total  of  267  decisions  made  during  the  Crusade,  including  87  professions  of  faith. 
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The  Evangelism  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that  in  addition  to  the  decisions  made  at  the 
Crusade,  many  churches  reported  a  spiritual  awakening  as  a  result  of  their  participation.

The  Maintenance  Committee  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  has  functioned  at  less  than 
minimum  this  year.  Many  things  were  discussed  and  how  to  do  it.  The  work  that  needs  to  be  done 
at  the  office  and  Servicemen's  Center  is  still  in  need  of  being  done.  This  committee  has  been 
unable  to  carry  out  that  which  was  needful  because  of  not  having  money  to  work  with.  It  is  my 
hope  that  we,  as  Baptists,  working  together  can  in  the  fiiture  do  a  better  job  by  providing  that 
which  is  needful  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  our  fellowman  for  Christ. 

We  were  able  to  renew  the  floor  in  the  mobile  classroom  and  repair  the  roof.  There  was  also 
some  work  done  at  the  office.  We  are  thankful  for  this,  but  the  thought  of  "we  could  have  done 
better"  is  present  with  us.

MISSIONS  COUNCIL  REPORT 

The  ministry  of  the  Mission  Council  is  under  the  leadership  of  two  sub-committees.  Your 
Mission  Council  submits  the  following  report  with  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Council  through 
these  sub-committees: 

I.  THE  MILITARY  MISSIONS  SUB-COMMITTEE 

The  ministry  of  Welcome  Inn  continues  to  move  forward  under  the  capable  leadership  of  the 
Reverend  Bill  Rowe.  Your  Missions  Council  urges  that  our  churches  support  this  ministry  in 
even  greater  ways  and  that  church  members  seek  to  become  personally  identified  with  this  great 
mission.  A  complete  report  of  the  ministry  of  Welcome  Inn  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  these 
minutes. 

II.  THE  NEW  WORK  AND  AFFILIATIONS  SUB-COMMITTEE 

A.  Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Language  Division  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  five  literacy 
workshops  were  held  in  the  Association.  Mrs.  Mary  Aldred  held  the  initial  workshop  and  the 
remainder  were  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Ann  Robinson.  The  Laubach  Literacy  Program 
employs  the  "sight-say  method"  to  help  non-readers  become  functional  readers.  From  August  of 
1972  to  March  of  1973,  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  tutors  were  trained  and  forty-four  became 
actively  engaged  in  the  Program.  In  the  same  time  period  seventy-nine  school  children  with 
reading  problems  were  helped  as  well  as  adults  and  non-English  speaking  persons.  The  Program 
continues  with  promising  resuhs. 

B.  In  response  to  our  application  for  aid  fi-om  the  Bapfist  State  Convention,  the  General  Board 
approved  financial  aid  in  the  amount  of  $2,196.00.  This  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated. 

C.  A  meeting  was  called  on  July  6,  1973  to  determine  the  attitude  of  the  Council  concerning  a 
new  work  in  the  Southwest  Community,  namely  the  proposed  "Galilee  Missionary  Baptist 

;  Church".  After  hearing  from  the  leadership  of  the  proposed  new  work,  and  after  hearing  the 
I  views  of  the  leadership  of  other  churches  in  the  immediate  area,  as  well  as  the  views  of  our 
I  Associational  Leadership  and  after  much  prayerfiil  consideration,  your  Missions  Council  felt 
I 
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that  it  could  not  endorse  the  organization  of  a  new  church  in  the  Southwest  Community  at  this 
time.  However,  in  accordance  with  Article  III,  Membership,  Section  B,  found  on  page  20,  of  the 
1972  annual  minutes  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  "...  newly  organized  Baptist 
churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership  in  the  Association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session. 
Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present." 

D.  As  a  result  of  the  study  conducted  by  the  Reverend  Ernest  Upchurch,  Director  of  City  and 
Metropolitan  Missions  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  our  Association  now  has  a  crisis  closet. 
Clothing  and  other  items  are  available  for  those  in  crisis  situations. 

E.  The  mobile  chapel  was  moved  from  Beacham's  Apartments  to  the  Centerview  Church 
where  it  is  meeting  a  very  urgent  need.  The  Centerview  Church  was  asked  to  apply  prior  to 
September  30,  1974,  if  they  desired  to  use  the  mobile  chapel  after  that  date. 

III.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Missions  Council  met  at  Welcome  Inn  on  Thursday,  October  4,  at  7:30 
p.m.  The  following  members  were  present:  Mrs.  J.  N.  Crocker,  Gordon  Bynum,  Harry  Miller, 
Sr.,  Foy  Brown,  Durwood  Waters,  Jesse  Overman,  Thurman  Edwards,  Randolph  Mills,  Jr., 
and  J.  H.  Mauney. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  J.  H.  Mauney,  End  Term  Chairman.  The  following  items  of 
business  were  transacted: 

A.  Requests  were  passed  for  financial  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  as  follows: 

1.  Request  for  pastoral  aid  by  the  Midville  Church  in  the  amount  of  $1,800. 

2.  Request  for  pastoral  aid  by  the  New  Hope  Church  in  the  amount  of  $1,800. 

The  above  requests,  and  also  a  request  for  financial  aid  for  the  Association,  were  presented  to 
the  October  Executive  Board  Meeting  at  Centerview  Church. 

B.  The  following  is  the  disposition  of  the  request  of  the  Galilee  Missionary  Baptist  Church  to 
become  affiliated  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions  read  a  letter  he  received  from  Mrs.  Joyce  Cowen,  clerk  of  the 
Galilee  Church,  dated  August  15,  1973.  The  letter  was  a  formal  request  for  the  church  to  affiliate 
with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  Council  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  1973  annual  session  that  the  request  of  the  Galilee  Missionary  Baptist  Church  be 
deferred  for  a  period  of  one  year.  The  reasons  given  are  as  follows: 

1.  At  the  present  time,  the  church  has  no  permanent  meeting  place.  They  are  renting  the 
Southwest  Community  Building.  No  determination  has  been  made  for  a  permanent  meeting 
place.  Believing  that  churches  should  be  located  strategically  in  regard  to  population  growth 
pattern  and  in  regard  to  the  location  of  existing  Baptist  churches,  the  Council  feels  that  affiliation 
with  the  Association  would  be  premature  at  this  time. 

2.  The  Council  feels  that  it  is  prudent  for  the  church  to  have  a  reasonable  length  of  time  to  give 
evidence  of  general  growth  and  development  prior  to  a  recommendation  for  affiliation  with  the 
Association. 

3.  The  Council  further  feels  that  some  time  is  needed  to  properly  ascertain  general  community 
acceptance  of  the  church  in  the  community  in  which  its  permanent  facilities  will  be  located. 

At  their  request  a  letter,  dated  October  16,  1973,  communicating  the  decision  of  the  Council 
was  sent  to  the  Galilee  Church.

In  September  at  New  River  Church,  Shirley  Burdette,  Dennis  Parrish,  and  Andy 
Owings  conducted  a  followup  to  the  initial  conference.  Approximately  the  same  number  of 
leaders  heard  different  prospectives  on  organ  and  piano  music  from  Mr.  Owings  and  Mr.  Parrish, 
In  addition,  Mrs.  Burdette  held  a  class  in  choir  directing  and  conducted  a  demonstration  choir 
rehearsal  with  the  choir  from  New  River  Church. 

Associational  Music  Director  for  the  coming  year  is  Shirley  Burdette,  Minister  of  Music  and 
Education  at  New  River  Church.  Mrs.  Burdette  brings  energetic,  enthusiastic,  creative  and 
committed  leadership  to  our  association.  Her  main  emphasis  for  the  year  will  be  an  associational 
choir.  She  will  hold  area  rehearsals  in  various  parts  of  the  association  each  Sunday  afternoon.  On 
the  fourth  Sunday  of  each  month  a  combined  rehearsal  will  take  place  in  Jacksonville.

The  work  of  our  Association  continues  to  grow  and  the  challenges  of  opportunity  for  greater 
service  confronts  us  even  now.  This  has  been  a  very  challenging  year  for  our  Association  in  the 
area  of  stewardship. 

This  year  our  churches  increased  their  support  for  our  Associational  Mission  Program.  For 
this  we  are  deeply  grateful.  Last  year  1971-72  our  churches  contributed  $27,808.01.  This  year, 
1972-73  our  churches  contributed  $30,'' 12.62.  While  we  are  grateful  for  this  increase  we  must 
confess  that  it  is  a  small  increase  when  we  realize  the  toll  of  inflation,  increased  operating 
expenses,  etc. 

On  July  17,  1973  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Richlands,  during  a  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Board,  our  new  budget  for  1973-74  was  adopted. 

The  new  budget  totaled  $48, 120.37.  This  is  about  a  5%  increase  over  the  previous  budget.  With 
the  anticipated  income  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  we  will  need  $41,820.37  from  our 
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churches  to  meet  this  new  budget. 

We  are  encouraged  by  some  of  our  churches,  who  have  increased  their  budgeted  amounts  to 
Associational  Missions.  We  would  strongly  urge  all  our  churches  to  do  what  they  can  in 
increasing  their  offerings  to  Associational  Missions. 

Not  only  are  we  concerned  about  Associational  Missions,  we  are  also  deeply  concerned  about 
World  Missions. 

We  urge  all  our  churches  to  continue  to  support  all  our  Baptist  ministries  both  State  and 
Convention- wide.  This  means  that  we  should  support  the  Cooperative  Program  with  an  added 
measure  of  commitment  and  prayer  as  we  seek  to  reach  a  lost  world  for  Christ. 

Let  us  "share  now"  that  all  the  world  may  know  our  Christ  as  both  Saviour  and  Lord. 

Your  Stewardship  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation  to  all  our  churches  for  their  support  of 
our  Baptist  work,  both  locally  and  world-wide.

REPORT  FROM  WELCOME  INN 

Isn't  it  wonderful  that  we  can  have  a  part  in  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord?  Most  of  us  will 
not  be  called  on  to  go  to  far  corners  of  the  world,  but  each  of  us  can  support  its  ministry. 

This  year  Welcome  Inn  has  ministered  to  people  from  many  parts  of  the  world;  and  many  of  the 
men  have  gone  from  here  to  places  like  Japan,  Puerto  Rico,  Cuba,  Hawaii,  Okinawa,  Alaska,  and 
Germany,  to  name  only  a  few. 

Dr.  Willis  Brown,  Associate  Director  of  the  Division  of  Chaplaincy  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  was  telling  the  people  at  Coronado  Baptist  Church,  Coronado,  California,  about  Wel- 
come Inn.  They  have  written  to  us  for  more  information  on  starting  a  work  such  as  this. 

We  had  a  young  Catholic  man  who  accepted  Jesus  this  year,  and  he  became  a  great  blessing  to 
all  who  knew  him.  He  had  been  a  drunk  and  a  narcotics  user  until  he  met  our  Lord.  When  he  was 
discharged  from  service,  he  donated  an  electric  organ  to  Welcome  Inn.  The  organ  has  a  value  of 
about  $1200.  Rick,  as  he  was  known  to  us,  still  keeps  in  touch,  still  goes  to  church,  and  is  now  in 
college  studying  to  become  a  social  worker.  Rick  is  from  Wisconsin. 

Mike,  from  Detroit,  was  another  who  was  a  great  help  to  us.  He  came  back  from  Okinawa, 
came  to  Welcome  Inn  and  found  a  home  here  for  about  eight  months.  While  here  he  was  a  good 
witness  and  went  to  several  churches  and  gave  a  wonderful  testimony.  When  he  was  discharged, 
he  gave  a  tithe  of  his  pay  to  Welcome  Inn.  We  bought  an  amplifier  for  the  organ  with  his  donation. 

Bargy  is  still  with  us  and  if  you  come  to  Welcome  Inn  you  will  see  a  large  beautiful  mirror  in  the 
living  room  which  he  has  donated. 

If  space  only  permitted,  we  could  give  many  names  of  men  and  tell  you  what  they  have  done 
and  what  Welcome  Inn  means  to  them. 

During  the  past  year,  we  had  8,647  registered  attendance,  39  professions  of  faith,  423  attending 
worship  services  here,  225  in  Bible  study,  and  290  individual  conferences.  We  have  driven  about 
4,000  miles  and  have  visited  20  of  the  29  churches  in  our  Association. 

Our  thanks  go  to  each  of  you  for  your  financial  support,  for  your  volunteer  duty  at  Welcome 
Inn,  for  the  delicious  cakes  and  other  things  you  have  brought,  and  for  all  the  ways  in  which  you 
have  helped  to  make  this  a  great  year  for  Welcome  Inn.

MESSAGE  FROM  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

THEOLOGY  OF  ASSOCIATION AL  MISSIONS" 

Historically,  and  with  deep  theological  roots.  Baptists  have  believed  that  the  Bible  is  the 
authorative  Word  of  God,  and  is  totally  sufficient  for  faith  and  practice.  We  have  held  this  to  be 
true  for  individuals  and  for  local  congregations.  We  are  not  justified  in  asking  the  individual  to  do 
anything  that  we  are  not  willing  to  ask  the  whole  to  do.  By  way  of  illustration:  If  it  is  right  for  the 
individual  to  exercise  good  stewardship  practices,  it  is  also  right  for  the  total  congregations,  as  a 
church,  to  respond  accordingly.  Edification  of  the  church  occupies  a  priority  status  on  the  agenda 
of  the  activities  of  the  church.  The  fulfillment  of  this,  however,  is  not  achieved  in  creating  a  close 
fellowship  which  loses  sight  of  the  needs  beyond  the  local  church.  Too  many  of  our  churches  are 
JUST  centers  of  worship  and  not  actually  functioning,  ministering  bodies  of  Christ. 

Is  the  Association  essential  or  expedient?  Is  it  only  that  which  exists  as  a  service  to  the  church 
...  to  help  the  church  achieve  its  purpose  in  its  own  local  area?  Is  it  something  which  we  tolerate 
.  .  .  something  we  pay  into,  an  expense?  Or  is  it  more  than  this?  As  a  church  is  autonomous  so  is 
the  Association.  It  has  an  entity  within  itself,  and  has  a  distinctive  place  and  calling. 

The  Association  exists  to  help  churches  ...  but  not  to  help  them  promote  a  spirit  of 
isolationism.  The  Bible  teaches  more  about  mutual  responsibility  and  brotherly  fellowship  than  it 
does  about  congregational  isolationism  and  separateness. 

If  the  members  of  the  congregation  are  obligated  to  each  other,  then  congregations  are  also.  An 
outcome  of  Christian  faith  is  community  and  fellowship.  How  can  we,  then,  believe  that  the  local 
church  becomes  a  kingdom  within  itself  with  no  responsibility  to  anyone  without?  When  one 
church  suffers  or  has  need,  are  not  her  sister  churches  obligated  under  the  law  of  love  to  assist  in 
any  way  possible? 

The  churches  create  the  Association  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  fellowship  and  personal 
assistance;  but,  also  to  engage  in  Christian  ministry  in  that  geographical  area  outside  the 
individual  community  known  as  the  district  association. 

Since  World  War  II,  great  sociological  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  society.  No  longer  do 
we  have  to  go  to  foreign  countries  or  to  distant  cities  to  engage  in  Christian  missions.  The  world 
has  come  to  our  door  step.  It  is  strange,  though,  that  so  often  this  is  not  realized,  and  our  mission 
effort  begins  around  the  world  instead  of  in  our  Jerusalem. 

There  are  mission  needs,  projects,  and  concerns  within  this  association  which  require  re- 
sources greater  than  any  one  church  has  to  share.  As  an  association,  however,  we  can  do  them. 
We  must  not  shirk  the  responsibility  which  our  Lord  has  laid  upon  us.  The  churches  of  this 
association  must  engage  in  a  viable,  innovative  ministry  in  this  strategic  place.  We  must  never 
minimize  foreign  missions.  But  our  efforts  on  the  foreign  field  will  be  as  sounding  brass,  or  a 
tinkling  cymbal  if  we  do  not  rise  to  the  challenge  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 

We  believe  a  local  congregation  is  not  justified  to  call  itself  after  our  Lord's  name  possessing 
only  the  characteristics  of  a  cloister,  but  because  it  is  a  ministering  serving  congregation  that  is 
vitally  concerned  about  the  community,  and  the  world. 

We  call  upon  the  churches  of  this  Association  to  examine  its  priorities.  A  new  day  of  mission 
needs  has  dawned  in  our  area.  Give  the  Association  tools  with  which  to  work.  In  so  doing  you  are 
fulfilling  the  mandate  of  the  Lord. 
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We  know  that  in  Matthew  28: 19-20,  the  emphasis  is  not  upon  "go"  but  upon  making  disciples. 
Could  it  be  that  Jesus  is  saying  that  we  are  to  go  forth  and  overwhelm  people  by  the  presence  of 
the  Father:  Make  disciples  by  being  filled  to  overflowing  with  the  presence  of  the  Son:  Convert 
the  world  through  the  radiating  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  lives?  Associational  missions 
provides  this  opportunity. 

Associational  missions  is  not  something  we  belong  to.  It  is  not  a  responsibility  which  we  have 
to  "pay  off  or  "pay  into".  Associational  missions  is  a  way,  an  opportunity  for  churches  to 
engage  in  its  God  given  task  ...  to  engage  in  Christian  ministry  at  the  first  base  outside  the  local 
church.

Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperating  with 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and  cooperation 
among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of 
our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines 
and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and 
training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian 
education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  cooperate  with 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world 
mission  program. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and  missions 
and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church 
and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional  messenger  for  each  one 
hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided 
that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such 
messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  association  meet- 
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ing,  and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  fronn  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  or  newly 
organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership  in  this  associ- 
ation, and  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee  not  later  than 
thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee, 
the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the 
membership  for  the  first  year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  After  which 
time,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  will  be  granted  full 
membership  in  the  Association." 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another  associ- 
ation by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  thirty  days  prior  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  associ- 
ation. Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an  associational  letter  and/or  by  send- 
ing messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the 
denomination  at  large,  and  this  association,  shall  be  counseled  with  by  special  committee 
which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association.  If  such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  associ- 
ation with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting  may  withdraw  fellowship.  Ev- 
ery effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the  association 
and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by  application  of  the  association 
through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the 
church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the 
regular  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV.  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine  its 
own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority  over 
any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may  have  been  affiliated  with  it; 
but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making 
request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 
SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and 
Historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association 
and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  (Their  nomination 
does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  follow- 
ing annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and 
elected.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive 
years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFFICERS 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Direc- 
tor, WMU  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a  program  of  work 
be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee,  at  the  April  session 
of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill  the  above  mentioned  offices  for 
the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  These 
persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  program  of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions  for  the  succeeding  year  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting 
leaders  in  their  respective  organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election 
confirmed  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  sesssion. 

The  officers  listed  in  Sections  A  and  B  may  be  either  laymen  or  pastors  of  cooperating 
churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  manner  and  Christian 
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spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the  direction  of 
the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct.  The  Vice-Modera- 
tor shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Association 
and  its  Executive  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation,  printing,  and  distribut- 
ing of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other  important  papers  of  the  As- 
sociation. The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his  service. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall  disburse  by 
check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  according  to  the 
specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized. 
He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall 
make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  As- 
sociation for  approval.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to 
the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association,  beginning  with 
the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may 
possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  Historian.  He 
shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present  his  annual  report  to  the 
Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STAFF  MEMBERS 

A.  GENERAL 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial  welfare  of 
its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or  that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Associ- 
ation or  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  annually,  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review  the  sal- 
aries and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of  the  Association  and  make  recommendations 
regarding  the  financial  benefits  to  the  Stewardship  Committee  and/or  the  Executive  Board  or 
Association.  Moreover,  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  regarding  sick 
leave,  vacations,  etc. 

B.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  Calling 

When  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Asso- 
ciation will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  committee  shall  bring  only 
one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association  and  action  may  be  taken  by  either 
the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called 
meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  or  the  membership  churches 
of  the  Association  present  in  order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
(2/3)  of  those  persons  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the 
nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dissolved  at 
the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case,  at  least 
thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mutually 
agreed  upon. 

3.  Duties 

a.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association,  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in  planning,  pro- 
moting, and  shall  have  supervision  in  executing  all  the  work  of  the  Association. 

b.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

c.  DIRECTOR  OF  WELCOME  INN 
1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Military  Ministries  and  the  Per- 
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sonnel  Committees  with  concurrence  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions.  He  shall  be  called  by 
a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  at  least 
thirty  (30)-  days  before  the  effective  date.  Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Military  Ministries  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittees and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days 
shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30)  days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  shall  execute  his  du- 
ties in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

d.  DIRECTOR  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 

1.  Calling 

His  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  and 
the  Personnel  Committees  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions.  He  shall 
be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day.  Employment  may  be  terminated  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  and  Personnel  Committees  and  upon  a  two- 
thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually 
agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30)  days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  shall  execute  his  du- 
ties in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  Pastor  and  two  lay  repre- 
sentatives from  each  church  and  mission.  The  lay  representatives  shall  be  elected  by  their 
churches.  The  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from 
one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between  sessions,  pro- 
mote program  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives  given  by  the  Associ- 
ation. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the  various  depart- 
ments and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all  work  carried 
on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or  project 
deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the 
Moderator  or  the  Association  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1 .  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following  offices  of  the 
Association:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairmen  of  the  Evangelism  and  Missions 
Committee,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent  of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  commit- 
tee members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related 
to  their  work  are  to  be  considered.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of 
the  Council. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the  Executive 
Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various  groups  and 
the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth  operation  of  the  Associ- 
ational Program. 
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4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  the  Calen- 
dar Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the  Executive  Board  at 
its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for  the  benefit 
of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music,  Brotherhood  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise  for  the  attainment  of 
the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organizations  shall  be  members  of 
churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing.  Their  duties  shall  be  under- 
stood to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for  their  respec- 
tive organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Conventionwide  agencies  func- 
tioning in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution.  Additional  to  any  other  reports,  all  As- 
sociational organizations  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Christian  Social  Ministries,  Constitu- 
tion, Evangelism,  Military  Ministries,  Missions,  Nominating,  Ordination,  Personnel  Program, 
Resolutions,  Stewardship,  and  Trustess.  Additional  Committees  may  be  added  at  any  Execu- 
tive Board  meeting  by  majority  vote.  Additional  to  any  other  reports  made,  all  Committees 
shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  not 
later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year.  All  Committee  members  shall  be  members  of 
churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  work  closely  with  the  Director  of  the  Christian 
Social  Ministries  in  the  development  and  promotion  of  a  program  aimed  at  meeting  the  Chris- 
tian social  needs  of  the  people  within  the  Association.  The  Committee  shall  serve  as  a  liaison 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  There  shall  be  seven  members  on  the  Committee. 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present  any  changes  to  the 
Association  for  its  consideration.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  person. 

3.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program  of  Evan- 
gelism, carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the  Association.  It  shall 
plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit 
of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non-Christians.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  persons. 

4.  MILITARY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Military  Ministries  Committee  shall  work  with  the  Director  of  Welcome  Inn  in  develop- 
ing a  program  which  will  assist  the  churches  in  their  ministry  to  military  personnel.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  also  assist  in  providing  an  adequate  program  at  Welcome  Inn.  The  Committee 
shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

5.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It  shall  work  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions  in  promoting  mission  work  and  emphases  in  general.  Moreover,  it  shall  assist  in 
discovering  and  starting  new  work,  establishing  new  mission  stations  and  churches.  The 
Committee  shall  seek  to  maintain  a  close  liaison  between  the  churches.  Association  and 
Denomination. 

6.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise,  and  coordinate, 
so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  Associational  officers,  Associational 
committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  of  institutions  and  agencies,  and  any 
other  officers  or  representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association,  which  it  is  instructed  to 
nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred. 
Nominations  by  the  Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

b.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  either 
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pastors,  laymen  and/or  laywomen,  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered  a  good  policy  to  have 
a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's  Committee.  The  Nominating 
Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Council  and  elected  by  the  Executive 
Board. 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity  for  churches  and  minis- 
terial candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  formal 
action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Christian 
Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance  of  the  ordina- 
tion service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  regarding  his  Christian  ex- 
perience, doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status,  knowledge  and  views  on  and  of  church 
policy,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recommendation  to 
the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning  and  carrying 
out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee  shall  be 
charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River  Association  or 
its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

9.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  and  or  selecting  the 
speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee. 

10.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It  shall  draw  up  resolu- 
tions on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 

11.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  Treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program.  It  shall  prepare  a 
budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The  budget  shall  be 
offficially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October 
1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of  the  Association 
by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available  stewardship  materials,  and 
by  leading  in  denominational  emphases  and  fostering  stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall  be  for 
three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  U  pon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of 
service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  reelected  to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting 
period  of  one  year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They  shall  act  on 
behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associational  property.  They  shall  sign 
all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the 
authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association.  They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the 
direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be 
legal  assignees  of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  of- 
ficers, may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associ- 
ational Moderator  and  Clerk. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and  agencies.  Addi- 
tional to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth,  written  reports  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last 
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day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and  changes  in  the 
field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  pronnote  the  work  of  our  colleges.  Statistical 
information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported.  Possible  ways  in  which  the  local 
church  can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Social  Service  Representatives  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the 
Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the  Association  inform- 
ed about  what  these  institutions  are  doing  and  of  any  existing  needs  of  the  institutions.  He 
shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to  share  in  the  needs  of  the  institutions 
by  special  offerings. 

3.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keep  the  Association 
informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Foundation  in  the  Associ- 
ation. 

4.  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  churches  of  the 
Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  promote  the  circulation 
of  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  ANNUITY  BOARD 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches  informed  of 
the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance  to  any  person  or 
church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  service  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the  Association  to  participate  in  the  pro- 
grams which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Soceity  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society  keeping 
the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Morever,  he  shall  seek  to  aid  any  church  or 
individual  in  specific  matters  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association  and  shall  be 
related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  organizations. 
Guidelines  for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the  Military  Ministries 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may 
determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place 
of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The  Executive  Board  shall  pro- 
mote the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  stand- 
ing committees. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  notice  of  such  change 
has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting,  and  provided  it  is 
read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 
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ARTICLE  II.  This  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the 
last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  October.  The 
exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or  other  authorized  by 
the  Association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may  make  such  adjustments 
in  the  time,  place,  and  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which 
develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of  churches  within  the  Asso- 
ciation, good  standing,  and  recognized  tor  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist 
doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  reports  to 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  to  the  Association.  The  Executive  Board 
shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the  extent  of  deter- 
mining whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organizational  programs  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous  business  at 
each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at  each  an- 
nual meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Program  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  Moderator, 
and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any 
subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  re- 
quest of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body,  the  Moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak 
during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority  vote  of 
messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the 
second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

REPORT  FROM  DIRECTOR  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 

"Inasmuch  as  you  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  you  have  done  it 
unto  me."  These  words  of  Jesus  should  be  inscribed  on  the  heart  of  every  Child  of  God.  It  is 
my  hope  in  the  coming  months  and  years  that  through  this  office  and  the  Christian  Social 
Ministries  Program  of  each  church,  that  it  might  be  said  of  us;  "They  fed  the  hungry,  they  gave 
water  to  the  thirsty,  they  invited  the  stranger  into  their  home,  they  clother  the  naked,  they 
visited  the  sick  and  the  imprisoned." 

I  have  been  here  for  only  two  months  and  already  I  an  finding  many  areas  of  ministry  and 
opportunities  to  serve  God  through  Christian  Social  Ministreis.  I  have  been  received  with 
warmth  and  cooperation  in  every  church  that  I  have  visited  and  am  looking  forward  to  visit- 
ing all  the  churches  of  the  Association.  I  am  also  finding  resources  and  people  in  our  churches 
that  can  be  utilized  in  Christian  Social  Ministries  Programs.  The  future  looks  bright  for  us. 
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There  are  a  few  programs  that  existed  in  the  Association  that  are  now  my  responsibility: 
CLOTHING  CLOSET  and  LAUBACH  LITERACY  PROGRAM.  The  Women's  Missionary  U  nions 
have  been  faithful  in  performing  the  task  of  operating  the  CLOTHING  CLOSET  over  the  past 
year.  I  want  to  thank  them  for  a  job  well  done.  The  LAUBACH  PROGRAM  offers  a  unique  op- 
portunity to  bear  witness  to  Christ  through  love  for  our  fellowman.  This  program  has  proven 
itself  to  be  of  real  value  and  worth. 

There  is  another  area  that  I  have  become  involved  in  and  that  is  personal  counseling.  I  am 
getting  referrals  from  some  of  our  local  pastors  and  some  of  the  community  service  organiza- 
tions. This  is  an  area  of  real  need  and  I  hope  that  my  services  can  meet  some  of  the  needs.  In 
the  very  near  future,  I  will  be  using  the  Associational  Trailer  that  is  located  at  Holiday  Mobile 
City,  to  set  up  counseling  groups.  The  management  of  Holiday  Mobile  City  has  been  helpful, 
cooperative,  and  encouraging. 

Another  area  of  real  need  that  I  have  encountered  is  with  transient  people  who  stop  in  our 
office  seeking  help.  Many  of  these  need  immediate  financial  assistance  that  we  cannot  pro- 
vide. Others  are  seeking  food,  a  place  to  stay  and  fuel  for  their  cars.  Many  of  these  can  be 
handled  by  proper  referrals,  but  some  have  exhausted  their  possibilities  and  turn  to  us  as  a  last 
resort.  We  need  to  come  up  with  a  way  of  dealing  with  these  situations  in  a  redemptive,  lov- 
ing manner.  We  need  to  work  cooperatively  to  avoid  duplication  of  efforts.

There  have  been  some  11,271  registered  guests  at  Welcome  Inn  this  past  year,  but  many 
more  have  been  in.

We  have  visited  each  church  in  the  Association.  We  have  had  39  professions  of  faith  here  at 
Welcome  Inn,  with  714  in  worship  services  and  427  in  Bible  study.  We  have  had  511  in- 
dividual conferences  with  men  and  women  this  past  year,  and  have  had  7  weddings.  We  have 
driven  about  5,000  miles  in  connection  with  the  work.  We  thank  God  for  the  three  men  who 
have  committed  themselves  to  the  fulltime  ministry  through  this  ministry  of  Welcome  Inn, 
and  for  the  one  who  committed  himself  last  year. 

God  has  blessed  us  with  many  volunteers  and  the  cakes  have  been  furnished  in  abundance. 
Thank  each  of  you  for  all  you  have  done  to  make  this  a  Home  Away  from  Home  for  many 
lonely  servicemen.

MESSAGE  FROM  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

"AN  IMPERATIVE  FOR  THE  CHURCH" 

Preaching  is  a  major  task  of  the  minister  of  God,  and  indeed  proclamation  should  be  one  of 
the  primary  objectives  of  the  church.  Preaching  is  at  the  heart  of  the  Christian  ministry.  Paul 
declared  to  the  Romans  that  whoever  called  upon  the  Lord  would  be  saved.  But  he  asked, 
"How  can  they  call  on  and  believe  in  one  about  whom  they  have  not  hear?"  Then  he  added, 
"How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?"  Paul  also  charged  Timothy  to  "preach  the  Word." 
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Historically,  Baptists  have  emphasized  preaching.  This  they  should  have  done.  In  no  way 
should  we  minimize  this  commandment  which  our  Lord  gave  us.  But  preaching  does  not 
constitute  the  totality  of  the  curriculum  of  the  Church. 

Our  Lord  told  his  disciples  to  go  to  all  nations  making  them  disciples,  and  teacing  them  to 
observe  all  His  commandments.  Indeed,  Jesus  was  a  preacher;  but  the  word  TEACH  is  used 
more  frequently  in  a  characterization  of  His  ministry.  He  was  the  master  teacher.  Nicodemus 
recognized  this  when  he  said.  .  .  ."thou  art  a  teacher  from  God."  There  are  other  numerous 
references  in  the  Synoptics  of  His  teaching.  As  Christians,  as  Baptists,  we  should  adhere  to  His 
instructions  and  emulate  His  ministry. 

Significant  attention  must  be  focused  upon  the  teaching  ministry  in  our  churches.  It  is  my 
judgment  that  we  have  minimized  this  all  important  facet  of  the  Great  Commission. 

We,  by  and  large,  have  sought  to  develop  and  nurture  our  congregations  on  a  diet  of 
preaching.  Many  churches  are  "built"  around  the  preacher,  and  his  preaching,  and  when  he 
leaves  or  when  he  loses  favor  with  the  congregation,  the  flock  drops  away.  Like  a  tiny  plant 
whose  one  root  is  snipped,  and  has  no  other  source  to  draw  upon,  so  is  the  congregation 
whose  loyalty  to  and  involvement  in  discipleship  is  oriented  only  to  preaching. 

In  referring  to  an  emphasis  upon  teaching  ministry,  I  mean  not  only  the  Bible  teaching  pro- 
gram, but  teaching-training  in  all  the  various  areas  of  Christian  responsibility  and  opportunity. 
It  is  imperative  that  our  churches  develop  a  program  which  will  lead  it  membership  to  grow 
and  be  nurtured  in  the  total  commands  of  our  Lord. 

We  are  "sitting"  in  the  middle  of  a  tremendous  mission  field.  The  opportunity  for  outreach 
is  almost  unlimited.  But  our  people,  by  and  large,  are  not  involved  in  efforts  which  bring  un- 
committed and  non-Christian  people  into  the  Fellowship.  A  professional  and  employed  cler- 
gy will  never  get  the  job  done.  The  work  is  done  by  His  Church.  The  people  of  our  churches 
must  become  people  of  the  Book,  the  Word.  . .  .and,  brethren,  this  is  not  achieved  by  preach- 
ing alone.  The  work  of  the  church  begins  with  the  heralding  and  proclaiming;  but  it  does  not 
stop  there.  It  goes  on  to  develop  the  Gospel  in  the  lives  of  those  who  have  received  it. 

For  the  most  part,  our  churches  simply  are  not  growing  in  the  teaching-training  minis- 
try. .  .  .and  I  am  not  merely  referring  to  growing  enrolments  in  Sunday  School  and  Church 
Training,  Brotherhood,  WMU,  and  the  Music  Ministry.  Though  I  do  believe  that  when  these 
organizations  are  functioning,  the  needs  of  our  people  are  better  met.  These  organizations  are 
functioning,  the  needs  of  our  people  are  better  met.  These  organizations  should  not  become 
sub-groups  of  the  Church  and  ends  within  themselves.  They  should  serve  as  tools  that  help  us 
do  the  real  work  of  the  Church.  That  work  is  developing  individual  discipleship. . .  .in  every 
child  of  God,  so  that  every  Christian  becomes  a  minister. 

Indeed,  we  have  some  very  fine  lay  persons  in  our  churches  across  the  Association.  But  we 
need  more  men  and  women  who  will  distinguish  themselves  in  the  service  of  the  Lord.  The 
strength  of  any  community  is  found  in  the  presence  of  Christian  men  and  women  who  are 
more  than  the  "run  of  the  mill'  Christians;  but,  who  are  persons  who  have  searched  deeply 
their  own  hearts  in  the  light  of  the  mandates  of  the  Gospel,  and  who  have  given  themselves  to 
genuine  dedication  to  His  service. 

There  is  a  tremendous  need  for  the  development  of  strong  churches.  To  be  a  strong  church 
one  does  not  have  to  be  a  large  church,  but  one  in  which  the  membership  is  growing  and  is 
engaged  in  doing  the  Lord's  work.  Our  mission  work  beyond  the  local  church  is  directly  in- 
fluenced by  the  strength  of  our  churches.  Whether  or  not  we  reach  into  the  adjacent  sub-divi- 
sion or  trailer  park  and  engage  in  Christian  ministry  is  dependent  upon  whether  or  not  we 
have  strong  churches. 

We  have  a  pitiful  few  of  our  people  who  are  really  doing  the  Lord's  work.  We  call  upon  our 
churches  to  give  careful  attention  to  those  aspects  which  will  involve  our  people  in  a  well 
rounded  program.  CHURCH  LEADERS!  become  teachers  as  well  as  preachers.  We  must 
declare  the  whole  truth  of  God.  Let  us,  therefore,  not  forget  that  our  Lord  was  also  a  teacher. 
So,  let  us  be!

The  American  Bible  Soceity  is  a  missionary,  non-profit,  organization  which  serves  churches 
and  missions  of  many  denominations.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes 
the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment,  and  distributes  them  without  profit— usually  below 
cost  and  many  times  without  charge— for  use  in  mission  work  around  the  world.  Its  entire 
program  is  founded  on  these  basic  principles: 

1.  People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and 
nations. 

2.  Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language. 

3.  The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism. 

At  least  one  Book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1526  languages.  The  Bible  Society  has 
placed  a  high  priority  on  contemporary  language  translations,  such  as  "GOOD  NEW  FOR 
MODERN  MAN."  By  the  end  of  1973,  43  million  copies  of  "GOOD  NEWS  FOR  MODERN 
MAN"  were  circulated. 

More  than  35  million  New  Testaments,  portions  and  Scripture  selections  were  distributed 
for  "KEY  73." 

The  1973  gifts  from  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  the  Bible  Society  totaled  $253,857.00. 
Will  you  encourage  your  church  to  give  in  order  that  Christ  may  be  shared  with  the  WHOLE 
world  through  His  word.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

The  retirement  needs  of  churches  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  agencies  are  met  by 
using  various  combinations  of  Plan  A,  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan;  Plan  B,  Age 
Security  Plan;  and  Plan  C,  Variable  Benefit  Plan  which  is  similar  to  a  mutual  fund  in  that  dues 
are  invested  in  common  stocks. 

At  the  end  of  1973  there  were  19,680  churches  with  25,748  active  members  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Protection  Plan  (A).  Benefits  paid  under  Plan  A  totaled  $15,506,663.  The  average  retire- 
ment age  in  1973  was  66. 

Plan  B,  Age  Security,  had  a  total  of  15,475  active  members  in  1973  and  Plan  C,  Variable 
Benefit  Plan,  had  5,521  active  members.  A  monor  part  of  the  work  of  the  Annuity  Board  is 
relief,  and  the  Board  cooperates  with  welfare  agencies  to  give  people  more  assistance  when 
needed.  There  were  405  ministers  and  widows  on  the  relief  roll  and  $189,742  was  spent  in  this 
effort. 

Insurance  through  the  Annuity  Board  includes  the  Life  Benefit  Plan  which  closed  in  1969, 
Group  Life  Insurance  for  churches.  Church  Longterm  Disability  and  the  Group  Insurance  Pro- 
gram for  agencies.  Health  Benefit  Plan,  and  the  Student  Insurance  Program. 

Plans  for  the  Annuity  Board  are  offered  to  churches  and  their  leaders  for  the  benefit  and 
protection  of  the  churches  and  individuals.  If  we  teach  and  preach  against  gambling,  we 
should  not  "gamble"  with  the  needed  protection  of  the  churches,  ministers  and  co-laborers.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT 

CHURCHES  AND  COLLEGES  ARE  PARTNERS 

While  churches  and  colleges  are  not  identical  in  their  purposes,  Baptist  churches  and  Bap- 
tist colleges  in  North  Carolina  do  their  work  in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  appreciation.  This 
active  partnership  includes  Baptist  Youth  Corps,  student-led  worship  and  revival  services, 
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visits  to  the  campuses  by  pastors  and  other  leaders,  participation  of  faculty  and  staff  in  associ- 
ational  and  local  church  programs,  and  special  projects  of  promotion  on  behalf  of  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

Your  seven  Baptist  colleges  are  grateful  for  the  continuing  financial  support  which  they 
receive  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  During  1974,  approximately  $2,350,000  will  under- 
gird  the  work  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges.  At  a  very  crucial  and  difficult  time,  these 
funds  make  a  tremendous  difference  in  the  quality  of  programs  offered  by  our  schools. 

BAPTIST  STUDENTS 

The  colleges  make  a  special  effort  to  recruit  North  Carolina  Baptist  Student  through  pastors 
and  superintendents  of  missions.  No  qualified  student  will  be  turned  away  simply  because  of 
inability  to  pay.  Baptist  colleges  are  anxious  to  enroll  the  young  people  from  our  churches. 

CHANGE  IN  WINGATE  COLLEGE  LEADERSHIP 

After  20  years  of  effective  leadership.  Dr.  Pudd  E.  Smith  resigned  the  presidency  of  Wingate 
College.  On  June  1,  Dr.  Thomas  E.  Corts  of  Georgetown,  Kentucky,  assumed  the  presidency  of 
the  seventy-eight  year  old  institution.  Dr.  Corts,  the  eleventh  president  of  Wingate  College, 
came  to  this  position  with  excellent  preparation  and  experience. 

COUNCIL  ON  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Our  colleges — Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith,  Wake  Forest  and 
Wingate — work  together  and  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  through  the  Council  on  Chris- 
tian Higher  Education.  The  Council  office  is  eager  to  assist  both  the  churches  and  the  colleges 
in  the  promotion  of  understanding  and  cooperation  as  together  they  deal  creatively  with  per- 
sons in  the  name  of  our  Lord.

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORT 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL: 

Changes  and  additions  continue  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  better  hospital 
care.  Renovation  of  the  Progressive  Care  Unit  has  been  completed,  and  the  South  and  West 
Wings  of  the  hospital  building  are  now  being  renovated.  Construction  of  the  Ambulatory  Care 
Unit  is  well  under  way  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  Spring  or  early  Summer  of  1975. 

New  discoveries  continue  to  make  possible  better  medical  care.  For  example,  a  new  EMI- 
Scanner  is  to  be  installed  and  is  expected  to  be  in  use  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

New  approaches  are  also  being  made  in  the  hospital's  ministry  to  the  emotional  and 
spiritual  needs  of  people.  The  Pastoral  Care  Department  has  also  opened  its  first  satellite 
center,  in  Fayetteville,  to  offer  counseling  and  training  to  people  in  that  area.  Your  Coopera- 
tive Program  gifts  help  to  support  these  ministries. 

The  School  of  Nursing  graduated  its  last  class  in  May.  The  school  has  been  in  the  process  of 
phasing  our  for  the  past  three  years,  as  the  result  of  a  trustee  decision  made  in  1971. 

In  January  the  hospital  had  its  only  room  rate  increase  in  the  past  three  and  one  half  years. 
Nevertheless,  the  hospital  continues  to  operate  "in  the  black."  The  1973  Mother's  Day  offer- 
ings amounted  to  $375,000. 

The  Mother's  Day  offering  from  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  in  1974  amounted  to  $2,- 
662.40. 
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BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES: 

Child  care  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  can  well  be  characterized  as  "A  Shared  Christian  Ad- 
venture." We  are  sincerely  trying  to  practice  the  theme  of  our  1974  Alumni  Homecoming  at 
Kennedy  Home,  which  is  "Doing  the  Will  of  God  " 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  our  campuses  are  operating  at  capacity;  that  our  foster  homes 
are  full;  and  that  our  children  are  making  good  use  of  their  opportunities.  A  new  cottage  for 
twelve  children  and  two  staff  residences  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Our  farm-food  program  continues  to  be  of  vital  importance.  Although  feed  and  fertilizer 
costs  have  risen  tremendously,  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  with  a  good  season  and  all  of  our  cot- 
tage and  staff  people  are  preserving  as  much  food  as  possible  to  fight  the  rising  cost  of  infla- 
tion. 

A  special  campaign  is  in  progress  to  increase  the  services  available  at  Odum  Home.  Support 
for  a  recreation  building  and  two  family-style  cottages  is  being  sought  in  a  nine  county  area 
surrounding  Pembroke. 

We  desperately  need  your  prayers  and  loving  support  as  we  face  the  pressures  of  an  uncer- 
tain economy,  rapidly  spiraling  costs,  and  the  need  to  serve  children  whose  personal  prob- 
lems are  most  intense. 

BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING: 

As  a  Baptist,  among  the  many  vital  ministries  they  you  support  are  your  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Homes  for  the  Aging.  For  over  23  years  now,  you  have  had  a  part  in  serving  hundreds  of 
older  people  and  making  life  much  happier  and  secure  for  them.  You  have  done  so  through 
two  very  helpful  means  of  income:  (1)  The  Special  Offering  for  the  Homes,  received  on  the 
third  Sunday  of  February  each  year;  (2)  The  Cooperative  Program.  Gifts  through  these  two 
sources  have  increased  from  year  to  year,  and  offerings  for  1974  will  perhaps  exceed  $350,000, 
providing  more  than  30%  of  the  budget  needed  to  operate  five  resident  Homes  and  the  N  urs- 
ing  Care  Unit. 

God^  through  you,  has  blessed  this  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Homes  in  a  remarkable  way, 
leading  you  to  establish  two  Homes  in  Winston-Salem,  Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home,  and 
the  Nursing  Care  Unit,  and  three  other  Homes  at  Albemarle,  Hamilton,  and  Yanceyville.  In 
these  Homes,  four  out  of  every  five  residents  depend  upon  your  love  gifts  and  simply  could 
not  be  cared  for  without  your  help. 

With  the  addition  of  a  sixth  Home  for  the  Aging,  with  the  spiraling  cost  of  living,  and  the 
great  and  ever-increasing  needs  of  older  people,  it  is  most  urgent  that  our  Baptist  people  be 
more  generous  than  ever  before  in  support  for  the  Homes  through  the  regular  channels  of  the 
Third  Sunday  of  February  offering,  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  an  over  and  above  gift  for 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Home. 

Ministry  to  an  older  person  is  a  direct  ministry  as  unto  Christ  Himself  and  is  most  pleasing  to 
Him,  we  are  sure!

During  the  year,  adequate  opportunities  for  informing  and  training  the  local  church  leaders 
were  afforded  by  the  Association. 

Rev.  Bill  Rowe,  Director,  kept  us  well  informed  in  THE  BEACON  about  the  ministry  of 
Welcome  Inn  to  the  many  military  personnel  who  entered  its  portals  this  past  year. 

An  active  campaign  was  waged  by  Christians  in  this  state  to  inform  our  people  about  the 
proposed  Liquor-by-the-Drink  Bill.  j.  Marse  Grant,  editor  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  spoke 
to  those  who  attended  a  rally  at  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church  in  November. 

We  are  thankful  that  this  referendum  was  defeated  in  the  November  election.

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention, 
we  were  able  to  secure  Rev.  Tom  Fewell,  who  began  his  work  as  our  Christian  Social 
Minister  on  September  1,  1974. 

III.  The  Galilee  Missionary  Baptist  Church  requested  membership  in  the  New  River  Baptist 
Association  and  the  request  was  reviewed  by  the  Missions  Committee.  After  prayerful 
consideration,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  church  be  taken  under  warch  care 
for  one  year.  If,  by  our  guidance  and  leadership,  they  prove  to  be  Southern  Baptist 
oriented  and  cooperative  with  our  Association,  then  at  end  of  that  year  the  Committee 
will  recommend  that  Galilee  Baptist  Church  be  accepted  as  a  New  River  Baptist  Associ- 
ational member. 

IV.  The  Missions  Committee  has  discussed  the  possibility  of  a  US2  team  coming  to  work  in 
this  area.  Specifically  this  team  would  work  in  the  Holiday  Mobile  Home  Park  setting 
up  a  complete  program  of  recreation  and  Bible  instruction  for  those  in  the  park.  The 
Missions  Committee  is  very  pleased  with  the  strides  made  by  the  Association  this  year. 
We  do  feel  that  God  has  been  glorified  through  the  many  new  programs  introduced 
this  year.

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MUSIC  REPORT 


In  the  1973-74  Associational  Year,  there  were  some  strides  made  in  the  music  program.  An 
Associational  Choir  was  formed  which  sang  for  many  of  the  Associational  meetings.

STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  very  challenging  and  wonderful  year  for  our  Association.  With  the  addition 
of  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  program  and  the  upgrading  of  our  existing  programs  of  work. 
New  River  Baptist  Association  has  greatly  increased  its  ministry  in  Kingdom  service. 

This  is  dramatically  seen  when  we  look  at  our  budgets  since  1960.  Observe  our  budgets  for 
the  following  years: 

1960  $4,575  1968  $19,681  1972  $45,172 

1962  7,250  1970  33,478  1973  48,120 

1966  16,451  1971  40,770  1974  60,007 

Last  year,  1972-73,  our  churches  contributed  $30,712.  This  year,  1973-74,  our  churches  con- 
tributed $40,410.  This  increase  of  $9,698  indicated  the  interest  our  churches  have  in  the  work 
of  our  Association. 

As  noted  above,  our  budget  for  this  year  is  $60,007.  This  is  a  considerable  increase,  about 
24%  over  our  budget  last  year.  With  the  anticipated  income  from  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, we  will  need  $52,507  from  our  churches  to  meet  this  new  budget. 

With  our  present  trend  of  giving,  our  churches  should  have  little  trouble  in  meeting  our 
new  budget.  We  believe  our  Baptist  people  will  meet  the  challenge  of  this  new  budget  and 
support  our  greatly  expanded  ministry. 

We  continue  to  urge  all  our  churches  to  support  all  our  Baptist  causes,  both  State  and  Con- 
vention wide. 

This  means  that  we  should  support  the  Cooperative  Program  with  an  added  measure  of 
commitment  and  prayer  as  we  seek  to  reach  a  lost  world  for  Christ.

MESSAGE  FROM  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 
"BOLD  MISSION  ADVANCE" 


Missions  has  always  been  at  the  heart  of  Baptists.  Very  early  as  a  denomination 
Baptists  earned  the  name  "missionary".  In  keeping  with  this  missionary  zeal,  the 
Home  Mission  Board  has  adopted  a  program  of  bold  mission  advance  which  will  be 
their  primary  thrust  through  the  rest  of  this  decade. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  identified  four  target  areas  which  have  a  priority 
status. There  are  to  be  found  needs  and  opportunities  in  the  New  River  Association 
which  fit  in  two  of  these  target  areas.  Namely:  (1)  Persons  who  live  alternate  life 
styles,  and  (2)  Persons  who  live  in  transitional  communities. 

By  alternate  life  styles  is  meant: 

A.  SINGLE  ADULTS  OVER  AGE  18.  Dr.  Charles  Petty,  Director  of  Christian  Life 
and  Public  Affairs  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  recently  stated 
that  almost  one  third  of  everyone  over  age  18  is  not  married.  "These  include  the 
never-marrieds,  separated,  divorced,  and  widowed.  And  many  of  them  feel  there  is 
no  place  for  them  in  the  typical  family  oriented  church." 

B.  THEN  THERE  ARE  THE  MARRIED  YOUNG  COUPLES,  many  of  whom  are 
still  in  their  teens,  experiencing  crucial  adjustments  during  the  first  three  years  of 
marriage. 

C.  ALSO  IS  TO  BE  FOUND  IN  ABUNDANCE  THE  SINGLE  PARENT  FAMILY. 
The  broken  home  where  one  parent  has  the  enormous  responsibility  of  rearing  the 
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children. 

D.  THE  EMPTY  NESTERS,  that  is,  the  aging  and  the  retired.  They  face  severe 
adjustments  experiencing  the  so  called  "empty  nest  syndrome",  when  all  the 
children  have  left  home.  Senior  citizens  living  on  fixed  incomes  in  an  uncertain 
economy  face  spiritual  as  well  as  socio-economic  problems. 

I  think  we  all  know  what  we  mean  by  transitional  communities.  Many  of  the 
churches  in  the  New  River  Association  experience  the  wonderful  opportunity  as  well 
as  the  frustration  of  attempting  to  minister  to  persons  who  move  so  often.  This  is  a 
marked  characteristic  of  a  military  community.  There  is  always  the  inclination  to 
overlook  the  transients  and  concentrate  our  efforts  on  persons  who  are  more 
permanent  and  who  perhaps  will  be  a  greater  asset  to  the  church. 

The  geographical  area  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  is  a  major  population 
growth  area,  and  many  of  the  churches  are  located  in  impacted  areas.  People,  people 
everywhere,  who  need  to  be  enlisted  and  to  hear  the  Gospel. 

In  spite  of  this  we  still  are  at  a  standstill,  and  perhaps  running  a  little  behind  in 
reaching  people  through  the  Sunday  School.  An  examination  of  25  annual  church 
letters  for  this  past  year  reveals  that  13  churches  lost  256  persons  in  enrollment, 
while  12  churches  gained  247  persons  in  enrollment,  making  a  net  loss  of  9.  And  15 
churches  lost  180  persons  in  average  attendance  while  9  churches  gained  105,  and 
one  church  had  no  change,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  75  in  average  attendance. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  we  need  to  take  a  long  hard  look  at  our  program  of 
outreach.  One  often  wonders  if  we  are  properly  organized  and  motivated  for 
outreach.  We  think  largely  in  terms  of  reaching  those  persons  who,  rather  on  their 
own,  find  their  way  to  our  churches.  A  bold  mission  advance  program,  however, 
makes  an  effort  to  seek  out  persons  and  take  the  church  to  them. 

Few  areas  in  the  Association  are  unaffected  by  the  influx  of  persons  from  all  over 
the  world.  They  have  brought  customs  and  life  styles  foreign  to  eastern  North 
Carolina.  Indeed,  the  church  is  a  spiritual  fellowship  and  there  is  no  caste  system  to 
be  found  in  it.  But,  it  also  must  be  recognized  that  when  persons  come  to  our 
churches  they  do  not  suddenly  lose  their  culture,  and  become  unaffected  by  their 
socio-economic  background.  A  law  which  we  often  minimize  is  the  one  which  draws 
persons  of  like  culture  and  lifestyle  together. 

Perhaps  a  way  to  reach  persons  where  they  are,  in  their  setting,  is  to  develop 
Christian  work  in  their  communities  which  reflects  their  culture.  This  can  be  done  by 
organizing  fellowship  Bible  classes,  satellite  Sunday  Schools,  preaching  stations  and 
special  programs  for  children,  to  mention  a  few  ways  of  outreach. 

We  need  a  new  motivation,  a  renewed  compassion,  and  yes,  also  the  proper 
organization  in  our  churches.  Many  churches  used  to  have  mission  committees 
whose  job  it  was  to  find  ways  to  extend  the  work  of  the  church.  Few  churches  have 
these  committees  today.  We  have  minimized  our  concept  of  outreach— of  carrying 
out  the  principles  and  methods  of  our  Lord— namely,  that  of  going  into  the  highways 
and  hedges. 

Let  me  focus  our  attention  on  some  bold  mission  advance  which  you  have  done  as 
an  Association.  After  some  seven  years  of  hard  effort,  the  Association  has  purchased 
four  acres  of  land  just  off  Western  Boulevard  in  Jacksonville  for  the  purpose  of 
making  it  possible  for  some  church  to  establish  a  new  work  some  day.  The  land  was 
bought  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.  Ten  thousand  dollars  was  made  as  a  down  payment,  and 
the  balance  was  financed  over  a  period  of  five  years. 

The  ever  growing  ministries  thrust  upon  us  at  the  Associational  office  building 
have  brought  the  facilities  to  be  truly  a  Baptist  Center.  The  ministries  of  Welcome 
Inn,  coupled  with  the  ever  growing  crises  ministries  which  are  met  through  the 
Christian  Social  Ministries  program  have  convinced  us  that  we  must  expand  our 
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facilities  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  hour.  The  news  has  gotten  about  through 
the  various  agencies  who  seek  to  serve  human  needs  that  one  can  get  help  at  the 
Baptist  Associational  office.  Most  know  it  as  Welcome  Inn.  And  indeed  it 
is... WELCOME  INN  to  all  who  have  need,  the  homeless,  the  lonely,  the  needy,  the 
outcast  and  downcast,  the  forgotten.  If  these  persons  and  their  needs  are  important, 
then  we  are  doing  some  things  right. 

I  am  convinced  that  ministrywise  and  geographically  we  are  at  the  right  place.  We 
must,  however,  provide  enlarged  facilities  for  both  the  expanding  needs  of  the 
Associational  office  and  the  varied  ministries  which  have  developed  at  Welcome  Inn 
through  the  servicemen's  center  and  through  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Ministries.  I  am  persuaded  to  believe  that  the  Baptists  of  this  Association  will  meet 
this  need  also,  for  you  have  never  failed  yet.

Constitution 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association, 
cooperating  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IL  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the 
doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal 
to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching 
of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote 
missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men 
to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth;  and  to  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the 
body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the 
pastor  for  the  First  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be 
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entitled  to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified 
in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated 
and  entitled  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  or 
newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership 
in  this  association,  and  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions 
Committee  not  later  4han  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  meeting. Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present;  provided  the  membership  for  the 
first  year  shall  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association.  After  which  time,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  will  be  granted  full 
membership  in  the  Association. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with 
another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by 
presenting  an  associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual 
meeting,  or  that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at 
large,  and  this  association,  shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  committee  which 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  association.  If  such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  meeting, 
the  association  with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  present  and  voting  may 
withdraw  fellowship.  Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained 
by  application  to  the  association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV.  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to 
determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise 
any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may 
have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any 
assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.) 
They  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator  and 
Vice-Moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFFICERS 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of 
standing  committees  are  organization  officers.  In  order  that  a  program  of  work  be 
properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee,  at  the  April 
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session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill  the  above 
mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a 
program  of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the 
succeeding  year  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting  leaders  in 
their  respective  organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election 
confirmed  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session. 

The  officers  listed  in  Sections  A  and  B  may  be  either  laymen  or  pastors  of 
cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  Vice-Moderat©r  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  is  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and 
other  important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for 
his  service. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall 
disburse  by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or 
according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or 
voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  records  of  all  monies  received,  with 
sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  approval.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to  the  policy  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association, 
beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and 
individuals  who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  Historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal 
year  and  present  his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STAFF  MEMBERS 

A.  GENERAL 

1 .  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  its  employees  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or  that  which  is  agreed 
upon  by  the  Association  of  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  annually,  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review 
the  salaries  and  other  benefits  of  the  employees  of  the  Association  and  make 
recommmendations  regarding  the  financial  benefits  to  the  Stewardship  Committee 
and/or  the  Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  make  recommendations  regarding  sick  leave,  vacations,  etc. 

B.  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 
1.  Calling 

When  the  office  of  Director  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or  the 
Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be 
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charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
committee  shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Association  and  action  may  be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting 
or  by  its  Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular 
matter  there  must  be  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches  represented  in 
order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those 
persons  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail 
to  receive  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

The  Relationship  of  the  Director  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dissolved  at 
the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In  either  case, 
at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship,  unless 
otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

3.  Duties 

a.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in 
planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  supervision  in  executing  all  the  work  of  the 
Association. 

b.  He  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Board  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

C.  DIRECTOR  OF  WELCOME  INN 

1.  Calling 

He  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Military  Ministries  and 
the  Personnel  Committees  with  concurrence  of  the  Director  of  Missions.  He  shall  be 
called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director  of  Missions  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  date.  Employment  may  be  terminated  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Missions  to  the  Military  Ministries  and 
Personnel  Committees  and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A 
notice  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30)  days 
may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and  shall  execute  his 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

D.  DIRECTOR  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 

1.  Calling 

His  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Association  jointly  by  the  Christian  Social 
Ministries  and  the  Personnel  Committees  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Director  of 
Missions.  He  shall  be  called  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  Termination  of  Relationship 

His  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to  the  Director  of  Missions  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  effective  day.  Employment  may  be  terminated  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  and  Personnel  Committees 
and  upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  Executive  Board.  A  notice  of  thirty  (30)  days 
shall  be  given.  If  mutually  agreed  upon,  the  thirty  (30)  days  may  be  waived. 

3.  Duties 

He  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Missions  and  shall  execute  his 
duties  in  accordance  with  the  job  description. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 
SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  and  two 
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lay  representatives  from  each  church  and  mission.  The  lay  representatives  shall  be 
elected  by  their  churches.  The  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
at  least  one  member  from  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the 
various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or 
project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  Executive  Board 
members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call 
of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following 
offices  of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairmen  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committees,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Director  of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  committee  members  will  be 
invited  to  meet  with  the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work 
are  to  be  considered.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the 
Council. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Associational  Program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  the 
Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organi!zations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Music, 
Brotherhood  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed 
wise  for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the 
organizations  shall  be  members  of  churches  aftlliated  with  the  Association  and  in 
good  standing.  Their  duties  shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set 
forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for  their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or 
approved  by  the  State  or  Conventionwide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set 
forth  in  this  Constitution.  Additional  to  any  other  other  reports,  all  Associational 
organizations  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  The  report  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall'have  the  following  committees:  Christian  Social  Ministries, 
Constitution,  Evangelism,  Military  Ministries,  Missions,  Nominating,  Ordination, 
Personnel,  Program,  Resolutions,  Stewardship,  and  Trustees.  Additional  Com- 
mittees may  be  added  at  the  Executive  Board  meeting  by  majority  vote.  Additional  to 
any  other  reports  made,  all  Committees  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Association.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of 
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the  Associational  year.  All  Committee  members  shall  be  members  of  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing. 

1.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  work  closely  with  the  Director  of  Christian 
Social  Mininstries  in  the  development  and  promotion  of  a  program  aimed  at  meeting 
the  Christian  social  needs  of  the  people  within  the  Association.  The  Committee  shall 
serve  as  a  liaison  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  There  shall  be  seven  members 
on  the  Committee. 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  to  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present 
any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  persons. 

3.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program  of 
Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the 
Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies 
to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non-Christians. 
This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

4.  MILITARY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

The  Military  Ministries  Committee  shall  work  with  the  Director  of  Welcome  Inn  in 
developing  a  program  which  will  assist  the  churches  in  their  ministry  to  military 
personnel. The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  providing  an  adequate  program  at 
Welcome  Inn.  The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

5.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It  shall  work  with  the  Director 
of  Missions  in  promoting  mission  work  and  emphases  in  general.  Moreover,  it  shall 
assist  in  discovering  and  starting  new  work,  establishing  new  mission  stations  and 
churches.  The  Committee  shall  seek  to  maintain  a  close  liaison  between  the 
churches.  Association  and  Denomination. 

6.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

a.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise,  and 
coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  Associational 
officers,  Associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  as 
requested  by  the  Association,  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or 
its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred.  Nominations 
by  the  Committee  do  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

b.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
either  pastors,  laymen  or  lay  women,  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered  a  good 
policy  to  have  a  "carryover"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's 
Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational 
Council  and  elected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five  ordained 
ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity  for 
churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist 
any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the 
examination  of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance  of  the 
ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  regarding 
his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status,  knowledge  and 
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view  on  and  of  church  polity,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its 
recommendation  to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning  and 
carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee  shall 
be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Director  of 
Missions. 

9.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of 
selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons.  The  Vice-Moderator 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee. 

10.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons.  It  shall  draw  up 
resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These  shall 
be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  to  the  Executive  Board. 

11.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  Treasurer, 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program.  It  shall 
prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The 
budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session  and  shall  be 
retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of  the 
Association  by  encouraging  Bible  study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available 
stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases  and  fostering 
stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  reelected  to  another 
term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They 
shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associational 
property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or 
mortages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association. 
They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not 
personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal  assignees  of  the 
Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers,  may 
rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the 
Associational  Moderator  and  Clerk. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and 
agencies.  Additional  to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth, 
written  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 
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1.  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and 
changes  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work  of 
our  colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported. 
Possible  ways  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  SOCIAL  SERVICE  MINISTRIES 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the 
Association  informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing  and  of  any  existing 
needs  of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to 
share  in  the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the 
Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Foundation  in  the  Association. 

4.  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the 
churches  of  the  Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
promote  the  circulation  of  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  ANNUITY  BOARD 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches 
informed  of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance 
to  any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  services 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the 
Association  to  participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other 
employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek  to 
aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matters  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association 
and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the 
Military  Ministries  Committee . 

ARTICLE  VIII.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as  it 
may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time 
and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its 
promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association 
by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  notice  of 
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such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board 
meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted 
on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association 
shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee 
or  other  authorized  by  the  Association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive 
Board  may  make  such  adjustments  in  the  time,  place,  and  preacher  as  may  become 
necessary  because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  Association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  Association,  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  Associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make 
reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  the  Association.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees 
only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the 
organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at 
each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Program  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  Moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger 
shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers 
desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of 
the  body,  the  Moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

REPORT  FROM  DIRECTOR  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  MINISTRIES 

"Let  us  not  love  in  word  or  speech  but  in  deed  and  in  truth."  This  passage  from 
First  John  has  been  the  objective  that  I  have  tried  to  live  up  to.  We  can  spend  a  lot  of 
time  and  energy  talking  about  ideas  and  programs  that  would  meet  human  need,  but 
we  have  not  done  anything  until  our  deeds  and  actions  match  our  words  and  speech. 

When  I  arrived  in  New  River  Baptist  Association,  I  was  not  completely  aware  of  the 
problems  and  needs  that  existed  here.  Some  needs  have  been  rather  obvious.  I  have 
had  to  develop  a  program  of  crisis  intervention  because  of  the  large  number  of 
situations  that  we  have  come  in  contact  with.  We  try  to  deal  with  these  situations  in 
an  organized  and  systematic  manner,  utilizing  the  community  resources  that  are 
available.  This  necessitated  a  close  working  relationship  with  community  agencies. 
During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  expand  this  program. 

There  were  two  associational  programs  in  existance  when  I  arrived  last  year.  The 
Clothing  Closet  was  in  need  of  changes  in  order  to  improve  this  service  to  the 
community.  We  did  some  work  in  our  building  to  try  and  better  utilize  the  space 
available.  Last  year  there  were  seven  churches  actively  involved  in  the  Clothes 
Closet,  now  we  have  fourteen  churches  participating  in  the  operation  of  the  closet. 
Some  of  the  other  churches  do  not  work  in  the  Clothes  Closet,  but  do  supply  us  with 
clothing.  We  have  reached  about  one  hundred  twenty  families  through  this  ministry. 

The  other  associational  program  that  was  in  operation  when  I  arrived  last  year  was 
the  Laubach  Literacy  Program.  We  had  a  workshop,  and  nineteen  volunteers  were 
trained.  I  have  had  forty-one  hours  of  instruction  and  have  worked  with  two  students. 
I  am  certified  to  lead  workshops.  We  have  one  hundred  fifty-five  trained  volunteers 
in  our  area,  but  only  eight  of  those  have  worked  with  students  the  past  year.  We  have 
worked  with  thirty-one  students  during  the  year. 
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During  the  first  year,  I  have  spoken  in  twenty-three  of  our  thirty  churches.  I  have 
spent  about  two  hundred  hours  in  personal  counseling.  I  have  attended  conferences 
that  dealt  with  marriage  counseling,  corrections,  and  communications.  I  have  been 
personally  involved  with  the  development  of  a  halfway  house  for  alcoholic  women.  I 
am  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  serve  as  treasurer.  I  am  also,  on  the  Drug  Advisory 
Board. 

We  had  a  CSM  conference  for  our  pastors  in  January.  Ten  of  our  pastors  were  able 
to  attend  this  event.  We  had  a  CSM  Awareness  Conference  in  May  and  ten  of  our 
churches  were  represented  at  this  event.  The  first  year  was  a  good  year,  but  I  am 
looking  forward  to  next  year.  I  feel  that  the  CSM  program  in  our  association  will 
continue  to  grow  and  meet  more  human  needs.

WELCOME  INN  REPORT 

Another  year  has  come  and  gone,  and  the  Lord  has  continued  to  shine  on  Welcome 
Inn. 

Our  attendance  is  down  some  from  last  year,  mostly  due  to  the  activity  of  the 
Marine  Corps.  As  most  of  us  know,  as  the  Marine  moves,  so  moves  Jacksonville.  We 
had  10,197  registered  attendance,  617  attending  worship  services,  566  in  Bible 
study,  392  individual  counseling  sessions,-  and  25  professions  of  faith. 

In  special  ministries,  we  were  able  to  serve  62  plate  lunches.  Thanksgiving,  with 
the  help  of  the  wonderful  people  of  Enon  Chapel  and  Grants  Creek  churches.  On 
Christmas,  the  Oriental  ladies  outdid  themselves  in  fixing  a  delicious  Christmas 
dinner  and  they  graced  our  center  by  serving  it.  Brookwood,  New  River,  and  Salem 
churches  were  generous  in  providing  money  for  the  dinner. 

Outside  of  our  Associational  work,  we  were  able  to  serve  in  a  black  church  in 
Havelock,  the  Parkview  Baptist  Church  in  Morehead  City,  and  to  give  testimony  in 
the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Key  West,  Florida. 

We  have  served  approximately  36,500  cups  of  coffee,  728  cakes,  and  an  untold 
number  of  sandwiches,  ice  cream  and  cookies. 

We  thank  the  Lord  for  the  accomplishments  of  this  year,  and  we  thank  each  of  you 
as  you  have  given  of  your  time,  energy  and  money  to  make  all  this  possible.

HISTORUN'S  REPORT 

"Now  we  are  thirty."  Galilee  Baptist  Church  was  welcomed  into  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association  at  the  annual  meeting  in  October,  1974.  Rev.  Roy  Hancock  is 
pastor  of  this  church. 

As  part  of  the  Inter  Church  Fellowship  project,  pastors  in  our  Association 
exchanged  pulpits  one  Sunday  in  January  of  1975. 

This  same  month  our  Director  of  Missions,  E.J.  Hines,  was  presented  a  "bowl  of 
greens"  (ten  dollar  bills)  in  appreciation  of  his  ten  years  of  service  to  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association. 
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In  March  Rev.  Baxter  Walker  led  the  Association  in  a  School  of  Prayer  and 
Evangelism.  A  Professional  and  Business  Men's  Seminar  was  conducted  in 
conjunction  with  this  School. 

The  Christian  Social  Ministries  sponsored  a  Laubach  Literacy  Workshop  in 
February;  a  workshop  for  pastors  in  January;  a  CSM  Awareness  Conference  May 
12-13;  and  continues  to  direct  the  clothes  closet  at  Welcome  Inn. 

Welcome  Inn  had  a  'face  lifting'  when  new  vinyl  siding  was  put  on  the  building  in 
the  spring.  The  center  ministers  to  approximately  one  thousand  military  personnel  a 
month. 

A  Music  Leadership  Conference  for  Younger  Children  through  Youth  was  held  at 
Enon  Chapel  Church,  October  1, 1974.  In  the  "merry  month  of  May"  (1975)  a  similar 
conference  was  beneficial  to  pianists,  organists,  and  adult  choir  directors. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Department  spearheaded  an  Enlargement  and 
Improvement  Campaign,  September  13-17.  We  were  privileged  to  have  Mrs.  Hilda 
Mayo  and  Mrs.  Myra  Motley  Prince  who  led  in  Pre-school  and  Children's  Workers 
Conferences.  Each  participating  church  had  a  capable  director  who  met  with  that 
church's  leaders  to  evaluate  its  own  situation  and  needs.  Profitable  changes  will  be 
made  as  a  result  of  this  campaign.  Other  guest  personnel  were  Dr.  Nathan  Brooks, 
Rev.  Fritz  Hemphill,  Rev.  Clarence  Vassar,  Rev.  A.R.  Waisner,  Rev.  Paul 
Kesterson,  Rev.  Robert  Stewart,  Rev.  Lewis  Gentry,  and  Rev.  Harry  Clarke. 

A  highly  successful  'first',  a  Missions  Fair  and  Rally,  was  held  September  17  at 
First  Baptist  Church,  Jacksonville.  The  idea  germinated  with  the  Associational 
WMU  Director,  Mrs.  Audrey  Walker.  Under  able  Associational  leadership  the  fair 
was  brought  to  fruition.  Ingenuity  and  planning  were  reflected  in  the  colorful  booths 
depicting  some  phase  of  mission  work  by  Beulaville,  Brookwood,  Calvary,  Catherine 
Lake,  Cedar  Fork,  Enon  Chapel,  First  Baptist  (Jacksonville),  Piney  Grove,  and  Salem 
churches.  The  booths  by  Bill  Rowe,  Welcome  Inn;  Tom  Fewell,  Christian  Social 
Ministries;  Toni  Romine,  Oriental  Ministries;  and  E.J.  Hines,  New  River  Association 
were  also  to  be  commended.  Our  State  Convention  was  represented  by  fifteen  staff 
members  whose  booths  gave  us  a  glimpse  of  their  involvement  in  mission  work. 

Pastors  called  to  serve  churches  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  in  1975  were: 
Rev.  Don  Hunnings,  Catherine  Lake:  Rev.  Carl  Poston,  Cedar  Fork;  and  Rev.  Lewis 
Morene,  Tar  Landing.  Those  licensed  to  the  ministry  were:  Kenny  Heath  and 
Michael  Morton,  Maysville  Memorial;  and  Kenneth  Durham,  Blue  Creek.

BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  at  its  July  meeting, 
authorized  the  Nominating  Committee  to  enlist  a  Bicentennial  Committee  and  to 
empower  them  to  make  recommendations  regarding  appropriate  recognition  and 
celebration  of  our  nation's  bicentennial,  giving  special  attention  to  the  role  which  the 
Christian  faith  and  Baptist  denomination  have  played  in  the  development  and  growth 
of  our  nation. 

The  Committee  met  on  September  18,  1975,  and  made  the  following 
recommendations : 

1 .  That  each  church  be  encouraged  to  develop  a  program  of  special  emphasis  and 
that  each  church  select  one  person  to  form  an  Associational  Bicentennial  Commission 
whose  purpose  will  be  to  coordinate  an  Associational  wide  emphasis. 

2.  That  a  one  night  Associational  wide  Baptist  festival  be  held  during  the  month  of 
June,  1976,  with  a  possible  format  of: 

(1)  An  overview  of  Baptist  contribution  to  our  nation 

(2)  A  musical  drama  depicting  the  growth  of  our  nation 

(3)  A  speaker 

That  the  expenses  of  the  festival  be  met  by  receiving  an  offering  during  the  night 
of  the  festival,  with  the  possibility  of  receiving  free  will  offerings  from  the  churches  if 
additional  monies  are  needed. 

3.  That  each  church  be  urged  to  make  some  permanent  contribution  in  its 
community  which  will  be  a  lasting  reminder  to  the  community. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  in  its  meeting  on 
September  23,  1975.

The  large  pine  tree  which  towered  over  the  back  of  the  building  and  continually 
caused  trouble  has  been  removed. 

We  have  purchased  a  new  lawn  mower  and  other  yard  tools  have  been  donated. 
The  yard  has  been  regraded  in  the  front  parking  area. 

A  new  furnace  was  installed  in  January  1975,  as  the  old  one  had  reached  the  point 
it  could  not  be  repaired. 

There  are,  of  course,  still  many  things  that  need  to  be  done.  We  hope  to 
accompHsh  them  during  the  coming  year.

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MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Missions  Committee  engaged  itself  with  the  following  activities  in  the  1974-75 
associational  year: 

1 .  Recommended  the  employment  of  Evelyn  Hudler  to  conduct  a  special  summer 
program  which  consisted  of  assistance  to  churches  in  special  types  of  Vacation  Bible 
Schools,  Children's  work  in  mobile  home  parks  and  to  help  the  Director  of  Missions 
with  the  Surf  City  Camp  Ground  ministry. 

2.  Negotiated  with  Westminister  Company  for  the  purchase  of  a  four  acre  lot  on 
University  Drive  for  future  location  of  a  new  work.  This  transaction  was  approved  by 
the  Executive  Board  and  finalized  by  the  associational  trustees  on  October  10,1975. 

3.  Promoted  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Special  Offering  for  Associational  Missions  in 
August.  The  total  amount  received  from  the  churches  was  $1,905.88.  This  money  will 
be  applied  toward  payments  on  the  lot.  The  down  payment  of  $10,000.00  was  made 
from  lot  fund  which  the  association  had  accumulated  during  the  last  several  years. 

4.  Sponsored  a  fish  fry  for  pastors  and  interested  laymen  for  the  purpose  of 
stimulating  interest  in  the  establishment  of  missions  work  in  the  geographical  area  of 
the  association. 

5.  Cooperated  with  the  W.M.U.  in  planning  and  conducting  a  mission  fair  and 
rally. 

6.  Recommended  approval  of  request  from  church  for  pastorial  aid  totaling 
$6,000.00  and  lot  aid  totaling  $2,500.00.  Requested  aid  to  the  association  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  for  the  amount  of  $2,500.00. 

7.  Considered  the  submitted  request  last  year  from  Galilee  Baptist  Church  for 
membership  in  the  association.  The  committee  would  recommend  to  this  sixteenth 
session  of  the  association  that  Galilee  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  the  fellowship 
of  New  River  Baptist  Association. 


The  Missions  Committee  recommends  that  Galilee  Baptist  Church  be  received  into 
full  fellowship  of  New  River  Baptist  Association.

STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

New  River  Baptists  can  be  very  proud  of  our  Association.  Thirty  churches 
responded  to  the  Associational  Missions  Program  during  the  year  1974-1975  for  a 
total  of  $60,007.00  which  was  an  increase  of  24%  over  the  previous  year.  These  30 
churches  gave  a  total  of  $54,984.04  which  was  an  increase  of  $14,574.04  over  the 
1973-1974  year.  The  State  Convention  subsidized  our  offering  in  the  amount  of 
$7,035.54  and  a  total  of  $668.00  was  contributed  by  individuals  so  that  our  total 
income  was  $62,687.58. 

To  the  Stewardship  Committee,  this  was  a  very  encouraging  increase  and  during 
this  past  year  we  were  able  to  see  many  dreams  of  our  people  become  a  reality  as  we 
found  ourselves  extending  the  missions  through  the  Baptist  program  in  many  areas. 
For  example:  the  Christian  Social  Ministries  work;  the  Holiday  Mobile  Home  City 
Sunday  School  and  Vacation  Bible  School;  the  mission  to  the  Orientals;  the  mission 
through  Welcome  Inn;  and  the  summer  worker,  as  well  as  our  regular  Associational 
directed  program. 

In  my  opinion,  New  River  Baptists  have  again  arisen  to  a  challenge,  and  they  have 
been  able  to  fulfill  their  respective  responsibilities  in  answering  that  challenge.  I  am 
reminded  of  the  passage  of  scripture  which  is  found  in  Nehemiah  in  relation  to  the 
people  who  were  called  upon  to  repair  the  wall  at  Jerusalem,  "and  ihe  wall  was 
rebuilt  for  the  people  had  a  mind  to  work."

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  was  founded  as  a  non-profit  organization  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  making  the  Bible  available  to  every  man,  woman,  boy  and  girl  in  every 
nation  of  the  world. 

The  world's  population  reached  an  estimated  total  of  four  billion  people  in  1974 
and  most  of  these  people  are  without  any  access  to  the  Word  of  God.  These  people 
constitute  the  challenge  confronting  the  churches,  dedicated  to  the  proclaiming  of 
the  Gospel  and  the  Bible  Societies,  dedicated  to  the  translation,  publication  and 
distribution  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  publication  of  the  Word  of  God  requires  technical  skill,  scholarly  translated 
and  selfless  devotion  to  the  communication  of  God's  Word.  The  Bible  Societies  of  the 
world  have  assumed  this  task  of  providing  Scriptures  in  whatever  languages,  formats 
and  varieties  are  required.  But  the  challenge  to  the  Bible  Societies  is  multiplying 
even  faster  than  the  population  increase,  for  new  developments  in  Scripture 
translation  and  publication  are  opening  up  vast  new  audiences  to  the  Word  of  God. 

The  single  most  ambitious  program  the  Bible  Societies  have  ever  undertaken, 
"Good  News  for  New  Readers"  was  launched  in  September,  1973,  to  provide  special 
Scripture  Literacy  Selections  on  graded  reading  levels,  for  people  just  learning  how 
to  read.  To  date,  this  program  has  already  reached  people  in  70  countries.  Scripture 
Literacy  Selections  on  the  two  most  elementaary  levels  have  produced  in  more  than 
one  hundred  languages. 

Meeting  the  demand  for  additional  Scripture  Literacy  Selections,  particularly  in 
Asia  and  Africa  will  require  more  than  $63,000,000  over  the  next  ten  years.  The 
American  Bible  Society  launched  an  appeal  in  1974  inviting  people  to  join  the 
Fellowship  of  the  Torchbearers  for  Our  Lord,  an  organization  in  which  members 
pledge  a  monthly  gift  to  help  finance  this  worldwide  program. 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  for  years,  as  primary  supplier  of  Scriptures, 
maintained  a  close  and  continuing  relationship  with  the  Southern  Baptists  and  their 
state  and  local  organizations.  In  1974,  The  "'ble  Society  continued  to  fulfill  Southern 
Baptist  Scriptural  needs  with  the  production  of  12  special  Scripture  editions,  totalling 
over  1,105,000  copies. 

During  1974,  252,956,174  Scriptures  were  distributed  throughout  the  world  by  the 
United  Bible  Societies.  Of  these,  87,102,185  were  distributed  in  the  United  States. 
The  subsidy  required  to  make  distribution  programs  possible  came  from  the  United 
Bible  Societies'  World  Service  Budget  of  $11,000,000.  Half  of  this  amount  is 
underwritten  by  the  American  Bible  Society  through  contributions  from  dedicated 
individuals  and  churches. 

The  American  Bible  Society  gives  special  thanks  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  local  Associations  for  the  close  and  coniinuing  cooperation  with 
the  American  Bible  Society  in  supporting  the  Bible  cause.  However,  in  a  world  whose 
people  are  more  than  ever  in  need  of  God's  Word,  the  demand  for  Scriptures  is 
growing,  as  are  the  programs  of  the  Bible  Society  which  serve  the  ministry  of  the 
church. 

Therefore,  the  American  Bible  Society  requests  the  continued  support  from  every 
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Baptist  Church  and  individual.  Working  together,  we  can  be  faithful  to  the  high 
calling  to  which  we  are  committed.

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BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 


As  revealed  through  a  Sunday  School  lesson  during  the  past  year,  a  good 
foundation  of  discipline  and  training  in  Spiritual  matters  is  necessary  for  a  young  life 
to  develop  in  a  way  to  withstand  the  pressures  of  life  during  periods  of  stress  and 
strain. 

Chartered  in  1919  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  has  sought  to  assist  individuals  throughout  the 
state  in  their  estate  planning,  providing  ways  to  support  Baptist  institutions  and 
mission  work  on  a  permanent  basis.  Property  and  funds  placed  with  the  Baptist 
Foundation  are  invested  by  a  convention  elected  board  of  directors  with  the  income 
paid  annually  to  the  institution  or  mission  cause  designated  by  the  donor. 

Individual  assistance  is  provided  Baptists  throughout  the  state  in  the 
establishment  of  trusts  that  not  only  benefit  the  donor  but  also  support  the  Christian 
ministries  of  our  denomination  in  a  lasting,  perpetual  way. 

During  the  past  two  years,  $330,070.41  has  been  given  to  the  N.C.  Baptist 
Foundation,  Inc.,  in  the  way  of  annunity  trusts.  In  this  type  trust,  the  donors  reserve 
the  right  to  the  income  from  the  investments  for  their  lifetime  and  then  the  income 
will  be  paid  to  the  Baptist  cause  specified  in  the  original  trust  agreement.  The  laws  of 
our  land  provide  to  the  donor  certain  tax  advantages  for  the  gift  portion  of  these 
transactions. 

Wills  still  account  for  a  major  portion  of  the  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  Foundation. 
One  such  gift  to  benefit  mission  work  from  this  year  forward,  came  in  the  form  of  a 
farm  and  other  assets  given  by  the  deceased.  It  was  determined  by  the  tax  records 
found  in  this  estate,  that  this  person  will  give  annually  three  times  as  much  for 
missions  through  the  income  from  this  trust  fund,  as  she  was  ever  able  to  earn  in 
total  wages  during  any  year  of  her  lifetime.  So  what  she  could  not  do  for  our  Lord's 
work  here  on  earth  in  her  lifetime,  she  does  after  her  life  here  among  us  has  ended.

BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT 

It  can  readily  be  said  that  our  generation  is  the  most  educated  generation  of  all 
times.  People  that  have  a  curious  mind,  regardless  of  age,  can  fill  some  of  the  hunger 
of  this  curiousness  by  reading.  Our  State  Baptist  news  magazine,  THE  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  contains  the  information  from  what  is  happening  in  Baptist  life 
throughout  our  state  and  convention  to  the  Sunday  School  lessons  we  laboriously 
prepare  or  read  for  each  Sunday.  We  can  even  get  our  "say"  into  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  over  some  business  or  incident  that  we  don't  fully  accept  by  notifying 
the  Editor  by  letter  expressing  our  views.  What  is  more  free  in  expression  or 
educational  in  our  Baptist  ways  of  life  than  this?  When  Paul  wrote  to  Timothy  in  2 
Timothy  2:15,  "Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth 
not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  God,"  he  means  that  man  should  not 
limit  himself  in  knowing  only  God's  word,  but  how  to  deal  with  others  in  carrying  out 
His  word.  This  is  where  reading  and  taking  part  in  our  Baptist  faith  through  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  doing  jiist  that!  It  is  surprising,  but  thankfully  accepted 
that  only  two-thirds  (twenty)  of  our  churches  are  subscribing  to  the  BIBLICAL 
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RECORDER,  and  one-third  (ten)  have  not  subscribed  to  any  plan  as  yet.  What  a 
resource  of  Baptist  events  they  are  missing! 

Maybe  next  year's  report  will  be  positively  changed  as  we  read  the  1975  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS:  "Baptist  State  papers  claimed 
more  attention  than  usual  at  the  1975  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Miami  Beach  this  year.  In  the  celebration  of  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  Cooperative 
Program,  it  was  revealed  that  they  had  played  a  tremendous  part  in  the  growth  of  our 
denomination.  Louie  D.  Newton,  denominational  statesman  and  former  editor  of 
Georgia's  Christian  Index,  introduced  all  the  33  editors  of  the  state  papers  and  made 
a  comparison  of  circulation  of  each  in  1975  with  that  of  1925  when  the  Cooperative 
Program  was  born.  Many  were  not  in  existence  at  that  time,  however,  but  this  in 
itself  reveals  something  of  Southern  Baptist  growth. 

In  giving  a  special  committee  report  on  state  papers,  H.  Franklin  Paschall,  pastor 
of  First  Church,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  reported  that  present  circulation  is  1  Va 
million  and  recommended  that  the  Convention  re-affirm  its  goal  of  getting  a  state 
paper  into  two  million  Baptist  homes  by  1980.  The  committee  recommended  a 
vigorous  campaign  in  all  states  to  help  accomplish  this,  and  also  recommended  that 
state  papers  be  incorporated  in  all  local  church  budgets. 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  one  of  those  33  state  papers,  and  one  of  the  oldest, 
and  we  hope,  one  of  the  best.  In  spite  of  continued  problems  for  religious 
publications  because  of  inflation  and  sky-rocketing  postage  costs,  the  circulation  of 
the  RECORDER  remains  above  112,000.  Congregations  including  it  in  their  budgets 
for  all  their  families  are  the  ones  which  have  an  informed  membership.  It  is  our  hope 
that  NortV'  Carolina  Churches  will  take  seriously  the  recommendation  re-affirmed  at 
rn  Baptist  Convention  that  state  papers  be  incorporated  in  local  church 
b'  '^  .la  lor  all  their  member  families.  Already  more  than  1,000  churches  in  North 
Carolina  are  doing  this,  and  more  congregations  do  so  each  year.  Pastors  and 
deacons  should  initiate  such  action,  and  it  should  be  supported  by  all  the 
organizations  in  the  church. 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  has  covered  many  sensitive  issues  this  past  year. 
Words  of  appreciation  have  come  from  Baptist  people  all  across  the  state,  for  they 
are  aware  that  'an  informed  people  is  the  bulwark  of  Baptist  democracy.' 

The  RECORDER  continues  to  operate  on  a  limited  budget,  and  with  an  altogether 
too  small  staff.  Local  churches  can  help  us  by  understanding  these  limitations,  and 
by  renewing  their  subscription  plans  promptly. 

Ray  K.  Hodge,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Kinston,  says:  'One  of  the  easiest  tasks  I 
have  had  as  a  pastor  is  to  lead  churches  to  include  and  keep  the  denominational 
paper  in  the  church  budget.  It  is  such  a  bargain  that  trying  to  save  a  few  dollars  (by 
not  subscribing  to  it  for  our  families)  is  too  costly.  It  would  be  like  saving  the  expense 
of  regular  visits  to  the  dentist,  only  to  pay  more  in  various  ways  later.' 

His  advice  is  well  taken.

CHRISTUN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT 

Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  see  themselves  as  active  participants  in  the 
Christian  mission  to  share  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  all  people  everywhere.  In 
addition  to  the  important  role  of  preparing  future  lay  leaders  for  local  churches,  the 
colleges  continue  a  strong  emphasis  upon  ministerial  and  church-related  vocational 
training. 
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COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 


With  the  exception  of  what  students  pay,  the  Cooperative  Program  continues  to  be 
the  largest  single  source  of  annual  income  for  our  colleges.  In  these  days  of  financial 
uncertainty,  the  colleges  are  grateful  for  the  level  of  support  which  North  Carolina 
Baptist's  have  maintained.  During  1^75,  the  anticipated  Cooperative  Program 
budget  for  the  colleges  will  provide:  Campbell  College,  $416,066;  Chowan  College, 
$263,333;  Gardner- Webb  College,  $329,166;  Mars  Hill  College,  $360,776;  Meredith 
College,  $360,776;  Wake  Forest  University,  $639,900;  and  Wingate  College, 
$263,333. 

It  is  accurate  to  say  that  the  ministry  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges,  as  we 
know  it  today,  is  the  direct  result  of  Cooperative  Program  support. 

College  Day 

Another  way  the  churches  help  to  relieve  the  colleges'  financial  burden  is  through 
the  annual  offering  on  Father's  Day.  Designated  for  student  aid,  this  offering  gives 
much-needed  assistance  to  many  students  from  Baptist  churches,  making  an 
education  on  a  Christian  college  campus  possible. 

Baptist  Students 

Pastors  and  other  church  leaders  can  assist  their  young  people  and  our  colleges  by 
encouraging  attendance  at  a  Baptist  college.  Information  is  available  in  brochure 
form,  free  of  charge,  from  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  Raleigh.  Each  of  the  colleges  pledges  to  North  Carolina  Baptist 
young  people  that  no  qualified  student  will  be  turned  away  for  purely  financial 
reasons.  Through  grants,  loans  and  work  scholarships,  an  education  is  available  for 
anyone  who  seriously  seeks  it.

SOCIAL  SERVICES  REPORT 

I.  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

There  have  been  many  significant  developments,  in  several  different  areas,  at  your 
Baptist  Hospital  during  the  past  year. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  read  the  new  ambulatory  care  unit  will  be  open,  making 
possible  enlarged  and  imporved  services  for  the  Emergency  room,  Outpatient 
Clinics,  Physical  Therapy  and  otheir  departments.  Renovation  of  the  West  Wing  will 
be  complete  and  renovation  on  the  South  Wing  will  begin  in  early  August.  The  third 
floor  of  the  Progressive  Care  Unit  has  been  remodeled  to  provide  26  beds,  therapy 
room  and  other  improved  facilities  for  Psychiatric  services. 

The  long-awaited  EMI-scanner  is  now  in  use  and  is  already  proving  beneficial  in 
detecting  blood  clots,  tumors,  strokes  and  other  abnormalities  of  the  brain. 

A  Family  Practice  Center  opened  July  1,  1975  to  offer  more  primary  medical  care 
for  patients  and  also  to  provide  specialized  training  for  physicians  who  choose  to 
enter  Family  Practice. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  has  opened  a  counseling  center  in  Raleigh,  its 
second  satellite  center.  Plans  are  developing  for  a  third  satellite  in  the  western  part 
of  the  state.  The  Department  has  established  a  scholarship  fund  as  a  memorial  to  Dr. 
Richard  K.  Young,  the  department's  first  director,  who  died  December  31.  Full 
re-accreditation  was  given  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care  in  December  by  the 
Association  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education.

n.  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

Christian  child  care  provided  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is 
a  cooperative  mission.  It  was  through  the  life,  teaching  and  ministry  of  Christ  and 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  launched  their 
child  care  ministry  90  years  ago.  Today  it  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding 
ministries  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

New  and  exciting  developments  are  in  progress  throughout  the  state.  During  the 
past  year  emergency  shelters  were  opened  in  Charlotte  and  Forest  City  to  meet  the 
needs  of  children  requiring  immediate  assistance.  Both  Broyhill  Home  and  Mills 
Home  will  have  a  new  cottage  for  children  constructed  during  the  next  year.  Progress 
is  being  made  to  expand  facilities  at  Odum  Home.  Increasing  numbers  of  families  are 
opening  hearts  and  homes  for  the  care  of  foster  children, 
ffl.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Although  we  can  minister  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  to  only  230  persons 
at  any  given  time,  we  have  served  hundreds  of  aging  people  through  the  twenty-four 
years  that  we  have  been  on  the  scene  at  Resthaven,  the  Hayes  Home,  and  the 
Nursing  Care  Unit,  in  Winston  Salem,  and  in  our  Homes  at  Albemarle,  Hamilton, 
and  Yanceyville.  As  God  continues  to  bless  us  and  lead  us,  we  will  make  every  effort 
to  expand  our  ministry  and  to  reach  out  and  help  as  many  older  persons  as  possible  in 
the  years  ahead.  We  can  do  this  only  by  the  grace  of  the  Lord  and  by  the  increased 
concern  and  giving  of  our  Baptist  people. 

Gifts  for  1974-75  from  our  Baptist  Churches,  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
through  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February  Offering  for  the  Homes,  reflect  a  very 
encouraging  increase.  This  is  great,  and  we  are  grateful  especially  since  four  out  of 
every  five  persons  who  live  in  our  Homes  depend  upon  these  love  gifts  for  their  care! 

The  most  exciting  development  in  the  family  of  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  past 
year  has  been  the  experience  of  obtaining  one  of  the  most  beautiful  locations  in  the 
Blue  Ridge  mountains  of  North  Carolina  for  the  proposed  Western  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Home.  This  site  is  a  twenty-one  acre  tract  of  land  overlooking  the  city  of 
Asheville,  better  known  as  the  Pearson  Estate. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  now  to  raise  $1,000,000  for  the  construction  of  this  new 
proposed  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home.  These  plans  initially  will  include  50 
rooms  for  residents,  with  living  room,  dining  room,  library,  chapel  and  activities 
room,  and  other  necessary  rooms.
